PROCLAMATION. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Kansas: 

An  extraordinary  occasion  having  occurred  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Territory,  within  the  meaning  of  the  thirtieth  section  of  the  Or- 
ganic Act,  which  authorizes  the  Legislature  to  be  called  together 
upon  such  occasions. 

I,  Fred.  P.  Stanton,  Secretary  and  Acting  Governor,  do 
hereby  summon  the  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, of  the  said  Territory,  to  assemble  in  their  respective 
Houses,  at  Lecompton,  on  Monday  next,  the  7th  hist.,  then  and 
there  to  consider  matters  of  great  moment,  pertaining  to  the 
public  welfare. 

Given  under  the  seal  of  the  Territory,  at  Lecompton,  this  the 
first  dav  of  December,  A.  D.  18«>7.

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  by  Judge  Joseph  L.  Speer, 
and  he  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Speer, 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  election  of  permanent  officers. 
Mr.  Curtis  moved  to  elect  Speaker  by  ballot,  which  motion  was 
Lost. 

Mr.  Speer  moved  that  all  officers  be  elected  by  viva  voce  vote. 
Carried. 

Mr.  Speer  nominated  G.  W.  Deitzler. 

Mr.  Dcnman  nominated  A.  B.  Bartlett,  for  Speaker  of  the

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Acting  Governor 
and  read  : 

Li:co>irToN,  December  8,  1857. 

FclLr:  C'fiz  >  ns  of  I  he  Cjnnv.il  and  ILjusc  of  Ilsprcsenla- 
lives:  ' 

In  the  absence  of  the  Governor,  who,  by  leave  of  the  Presi- 
de:.t,  h  .s  gone  to  Washington  on  important  public  business,  and 
while  tuns  temporarily  clothed,  by  the  Organic  Act,  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  chief  executive  office,  I  have  felt  con- 
strained to  cull  you  together,  in  order  that  you  may  adopt  prompt 
legislative  measures  to  avert  the  calamities  which  imminently 
threatea  the  public  peace.  From  Lire representations  of  a  major- 
ity of  your  own  bodies,  as  well  as  from  other  information  of  an 
author, lie  oh  a  racier,  I  have  ret?  on  to  know  that  recent  events  have 
produced  a  profound  agitation  of  the  public  mind,  and  that  a 
sense  of  wrong  and  injustice,  whether  well  or  ill  founded,  and  an 
apprehension  of  groat  evils  to  besmTered  therefrom,  have  aroused 
the  people  of  the  Territory  to  a  condition  of  dangerous  excite- 
ment. The  proceedings  of  the  late  constitutional  convention  are 
the  immediate  cause  of  the  existing  trouble  and  alarm. 

The  law  passed  at  the  hut  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
providing  for  the  organization  of  a  convention  to  frame  a  consti- 
tution for  the  government  of  Kansas,  as  one  of  the  States  of  the 
Uni  >n,  was  adopted  at  a  period,  when,  unfortunately,  the  people 
of  the  Territory  wire  divided  by  a  bitter  hostility,  resulting  from 
the  previous  state  of  commotion  and  civil  war.  In  consequence 
of  this  embittered  state  of  feeling,  and  of  the  distrust  naturally 
thereby  engendered,  one  of  the  parties,  constituting  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  popple,  refrained  almost  entirely  from  all  participa- 
tion in  the  proceedings  instituted  under  the  law  aforesaid.  The 
census,  therein  provided  for,  was  imperfectly  obtained  from  an 
unwilling  population,  in  nineteen  counties  of  the  Territory,  while 
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in  the  remaining  counties,  being  also  nineteen  in  number,  from 
various  causes,  no  attempt  was  made  to  comply  with  the  law.  In 
some  instances,  people  and  officers  were  alike  averse  to  the  pro- 
ceedings ;  in  others,  the  officers  neglected  or  refused  to  act,  and, 
in  some,  there  was  no  efficient  organization,  enabling  the  people 
to  secure  a  representation  in  the  convention.  Under  the  opera- 
tion of  all  these  causes  combined,  a  census  list  was  obtained  of 
only  nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  legal  voters,  con- 
fined to  precisely  one  half  of  the  Territory,  though  these  were, 
undoubtedly,  the  most  densely  populated.  Upon  this  imperfect 
registration,  the  appointment  for  delegates  to  the  convention  was 
necessarily  founded,  those  counties  in  which  no  census  had  been 
taken,  having  no  delegates  assigned  to  them. 

At  the  election  which  followed,  in  pursuance  of  the  convention 
law,  less  than  one  fourth  of'  the  registered  electors,  two  thousand 

two  hundred  and  voters,  participated  in  the  election  of 

delegates.  The  average  aggregate  vote  in  favor  of  all  the  suc- 
cessful candidates,  was  about  eighteen  hundred. 

It  thus  appears  that,  in  the  election  of  the  fifteenth  June  last, 
for  delegates  to  the  convention,  the  jrreat  mass  of  the  people  pur- 
posely refrained  from  voting,  and  left  the  whole  proceeding,  with 
all  its  important  consequences,  to  the  active  minority,  under 
whose  auspices  the  law  had  been  enacted,  and,  also,  executed,  so 
far  as  that  could  be  done  by  the  executive  officers,  without  the 
concurrence  of  the  majority  of  the  people. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  nor  is  it  necessary,  to  discuss  the  policy 
or  propriety  of  the  course  pursue  J  by  either  of  the  parties  to  the 
proceedings  in  question.  The  legal  and  political  effect  of  the 
undoubted  facts  stated — whether  they  do  or  do  not  impose  upon 
the  whole  people  an  obligation  to  accept  the  work  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  acquiesce  in  their  plan  of  adopting  the  Constitution, 
and  sending  it  up  to  Congress  for  the  admission  of  Kansas,  as  a 
State,  into  the  Union — this  is  the  only  important  question  which 
now  concerns  the  people,  and  their  representatives.  That  the 
refusal  of  the  majority  to  go  into  the  election  for  delegates  was 
unfortunate,  is  now  too  apparent  to  be  denied.  It  has  produced 
all  the  evils  and  dangers  of  the  present  critical  hour.  It  has 
enabled  a  body  of  men,  not  actually  representing  the  opinions  of 
the  people,  to  prepare  for  them  a  form  of  government,  and  to 
withhold  the  greater  part  of  its  most  important  provisions  from 
the  test  of  popular  judgment  and  sanction.  It  has  created  the 
profound  excitement  consequent  upon  the  apprehension  that 
Co,:_riess  mav  admit  the  State  under  this  constitution,  and  that 
the  people  of  Kansas  may  be  thus  forced  to  submit  to  the  opera- 
tion of  a  fundamental  law,  in  the  adoption  of  which  they  have 
hud  no  actual  participation. 
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If  a  convention,  organized  as  this  was,  can  be  considered  as  em- 
bodying in  itself  the  sovereignty  of  the  people,  the  difficulty  is  un- 
doubtedly insuperable,  and  the  omission  of  the  majority  to  vote, 
last  June,  is  past  all  remedy.  But,  in  my  judgment,  such  a  posi- 
tion cannot  be  successfully  maintained.  The  fundamental  prin- 
ciple of  our  free  institutions,  and  especially  of  that  "republican 
form  of  government "  which  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
guarantees  to  every  member  of  the  confederacy,  excludes  the 
possibility  of  the  delegation  or  transfer  of  sovereignty,  by  the 
people,  to  any  authority  whatever.  In  its  very  nature,  that  sove- 
reignty which  erects  governments,  and  endows  them  with  their 
limited  powers,  can  be  exercised  only  by  the  people  themselves. 
It  is  incapable  of  alienation  for  a  single  moment,  as  inseparably 
inherent  in  the  body  of  the  people  as  are  the  personal  identity 
and  independent  will  in  each  individual.  The  people  cannot 
divest  themselves  of  it,  any  more  than  an  individual  can  divest 
himself  of  his  moral  responsibility.  Any  other  theory  would 
involve  the  absurdity  of  possible  subjection  of  the  sovereign  to 
its  delegated  agent.  For,  if  the  sovereignty  be  delegated  or 
transferred,  it  may  be  retained,  and  used  to  enslave  the  sovereign 
people  themselves.  If  the  convention  could  enact  a  constitution, 
and  put  it  in  force  of  its  own  authority,  it  could  readily  perpetu- 
ate the  most  tyrannical  provisions ;  for,  if  the  constitution  may 
may  be  thus  made  permanent  until  1868,  it  may  equally  be  made 
perpetual  and  unalterable. 

In  its  essential  character,  when  about  to  form  a  State  govern- 
ment, the  sovereignty  of  the  people  of  a  Territory  is  identical 
with  that  of  the  people  of  a  State.  It  must  be  equally  as  ple- 
nary and  independent;  otherwise,  the  new  State  would  not  stand 
upon  aa  equality  with  the  old  ones,  and  the  very  foundation  of 
the  federal  constitution  is  the  perfect  equality  of  the  members  of 
the  confederacy.  It  is  true  that  a  Territory  cannot  become  a 
State  of  the  Union  —  perhaps,  could  not  become  a  State  at  all 
without  revolution  —  except  by  the  consent  of  Congress.  But 
this  control  on  the  part  of  Congress  does  not  imply  the  power 
to  dictate  institutions  to  the  people  of  the  Territory,  or  in  any 
way  to  restrain,  or  limit,  or  force  their  sovereignty,  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  its  high  function  of  framing  a  State  government. 
The  only  rightful  dircretion  which  Congress  has  in  the  premises 
arises  from  its  authority  to  recognize  the  identity  of  the  people 
in  their  new  form  of  a  State.  That  clause  of  the  constitution 
requiring  Congress  to  guarantee  to  the  States  a  "republican 
form  of  government,"  imposes  the  obligation  to  protect  the  peo- 
ple in  their  sovereignty,  and  to  prevent  its  alienation  or  delega- 
tion, if  that  were  possible,  as  a  departure  from  the  true  republi- 
can form.    Congress,  therefore,  has  no  rightful  power  to  accept 
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a  State  government,  which  has  not  received  the  sanction  of  the 
people  who  are  to  live  under  it.  The  attempt  to  exercise  such  a 
power  would  be  a  plain  violation  of  the  constitution.  It  would  be 
none  (he  less  a  usurpation  because  the  people  of  the  State  might 
afterwards  regain  their  violated  sovereignty. 

The  instances  in  which  Congress  has  recognized  and  received 
new  States,  without  the  actual  submission  of  their  constitutions 
to  the  vote  of  the  people,  are  not  necessarily  in  conflict  with  the 
principles  here  announced.  Doubtless,  if  the  people  of:  a  Terri- 
tory should  quietly  acquiesce  in  the  adoption  of  a  constitution 
framed  for  them,  they  might  thus  give  very  satisfactory  evidence 
of  their  approbation.  But  no  instance  can  be  found  on  record 
of  a  constitution  accepted  by  Congress  against,  the  will  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  people,  expressed  in  any  distinct  manner  whatever. 

It  is  not  intended  to  assume  that  the  people  of  the  Territory 
are  certainly  opposed  to  the  constitution,  which  is  to  be  submit- 
ted, in  a  certain  form,  on  the  21st  inst.  It  is  sufficient  for  the 
occasion  which  now  convenes  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  this  communication,  that  there  is  wide  spread  dis- 
satisfaction threatening  to  disturb  the  tranquility  of  the  people. 
If  there  be  any  means  of  preventing  the  discord  and  possible  vio- 
lence, which  are  so  seriously  apprehended,  as  the  result  of  the 
partial  and  imperfect  election  authorized  to  be  held  at  the  time 
named,  under  the  authority  of  the  constitutional  convention,  it  is 
the  solemn  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  ascertain  and  adopt  the 
measures  most  effectual  for  that  end. 

What  can  be  done,  in  the  existing  emergency,  is  a  question  not 
without  difficulty.  Some  have  proposed  a  repeal  of  the  act  of  the 
last  Legislature,  under  which  the  convention  assembled  and  per- 
formed its  functions.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  law  in  question  has 
been  partially  executed,  it  is  doubtful  whether  an  act  of  repeal 
would  have  the  effect  intended.  It  is  certain  that,  if  the  consti- 
tution were  to  be  really  submitted  to  the  people,  and  the  people 
should  ratify  it  by  their  vote,  a  legislative  repeal  between  the 
dates  of  the  submission  and  the  election,  would  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  sovereign  act  of  ratification. 

The  true  purpose  which,  in  my  judgment,  ought  to  control 
your  legislation  on  the  present  occasion,  and  that  which  is,  per- 
haps, the  only  practicable  thing,  within  your  power,  is  to  provide 
for  the  regular  and  legitimate  exercise  of  the  sovereignty  of  the 
people  in  those  points  in  which  the  convention  has  attempted  to 
trammel  or  restrain  it  —  in  other  words,  to  provide  for  a  direct 
vote  upon  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  which  is  to  be  par- 
tially submitted  on  the  21st  inst.,  under  the  authority  of  the  con- 
vention. 

I  have  already  expressed  the  grave  doubts  I  entertain  as  to  the 
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power  of  the  Legislature  in  any  manner  to  interfere  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  convention.  But  there  can  be  no  question  as  to 
your  authority  to  provide,  by  a  suitable  law,  for  a  fair  expression 
of  the  will  of  the  people  upon  the  vital  question  of  approving  the 
constitution.  Perhaps  a  majority  of  the  people  may  accept  that 
instrument,  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  forms  in  which  it  is  pre- 
sented by  the  convention.  In  that  case,  there  could  be  no  ground 
of  complaint,  as  I  doubt  not  the  whole  people  will  cheerfully 
acquiesce  in  the  will  of  the  majority,  fairly  ascertained.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  people  should  decide  against  the  constitution, 
in  both  forms,  it  would  not  be  possible  for  Congress  to  admit 
Kansas  into  the  Union  under  it.  The  way  would  then  be  fairly 
open  for  the  passage  of  a  popular  law,  by  virtue  of  which  the 
people,  relieved  from  all  former  embarrassments,  could  freely 
elect  their  delegates  to  a  convention,  and  establish  their  own  in- 
stitutions in  their  own  way,  in  accordance  with  the  vital  provis- 
ions of  the  organic  act. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  what  objection  could  be  raised  to  such  a 
law,  passed  at  the  present  time,  and  to  be  executed  cotempora- 
neously  with  the  vote  upon  the  constitution,  as  provided  by  the  . 
convention.  The  convention  itself  had  its  existence  from  the 
authority  uf  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  constitutes  its  title 
to  regularity  and  legitimacy.  The  same  authority  may,  with 
equal  regularity  and  legality,  provide  for  a  vote  of  the  people 
upon  the  actual  ratification  of  the  instrument  about  to  be  sent  to 
Congress  for  acceptance.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  Congress 
will  disregard  the  voice  of  the  people,  legally  expressed,  whether 
its  decision  be  for  or  against  the  constitution. 

In  pursuance  of  these  views,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  a 
law  directing  an  election  to  be  held,  either  under  existing  laws, 
or  under  other  provisions  to  be  expressed  in  the  act,  at  the  same 
time  and  at  the  same  places  provided  for  in  the  proclamation  of 
the  president  of  the  late  convention,  and,  also,  requiring  the  result 
of  this  election  to  be  duly  made  known  to  Congress  as  the  sove- 
reign will  of  the  people  of  Kansas. 

In  order  to  meet  the  apprehension  of  fraud  or  unfairness,  so 
naturally  existing  in  the  public  mind,  as  the  consequence  of  re- 
cent events  of  great  notoriety,  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a 
provision  making  it  felony,  with  suitable  punishment,  for  anv 
judge  or  cierk  of  election  knowingly  to  place  on  the  poll  books 
the  names  of  persons  not  actually  present  and  voting,  or  other- 
wise corruptly  to  make  false  returns,  either  of  the  election  held 
by  order  of  the  convention,  or  of  any  other  election  in  this  Ter- 
ritory. Existing  laws  already  provide  punishment  for  illegal 
or  fraudulent  voting.

The  occasion  imperiously  calls  for  action,  and  fully  justifies 
the  acting  Governor  in  calling  this  body  together.  The  arbitrary 
assumption  of  power,  by  the  Territorial  Convention,  is  unprece- 
dented in  history  and  unparalleled  in  the  memory  of  man,  having 
its  existence  by  tolerance,  and  against  the  known  wishes  of  the 
people.  A  decent  regard  for  the  opinions  of  others  was  expected, 
and,  notwithstanding  former  precedents,  the  hope  survived  that  a 
body  of  men,  owing  their  existence  to  the  silence  rather  than  the 
voice  of  their  constituents,  would  ignore  factional  issues  and 
partizan  schemes,  and  plant  themselves  on  high  constitutional 
ground.  The  result  shows  that  we  have  over  estimated  their 
magnanimity,  and  accorded  to  them  an  undue  credit.  They  have 
drawn  a  veil  of  darkness  over  the  face  of  our  body  politic, 
trampled  our  requests  beneath  their  feet,  robbed  us  of  our  liberty 
and  torn  from  us  our  dearest  rights.  The  remedy  is  only  with 
the  people,  where  sovereignty  lies.  That  sovereignty  clothes 
this  body,  and  the  people  are  anxiously  awaiting  a  remedy  tint 
may  avert  the  cannon's  peal  and  clash  of  arms,  loss  of  life  and 
flow  of  blood — restore  their  rights  and  secure  their  possessions. 
To  this  end,  your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act, 
submitting  the  Lteoinpton  Constitution  to  a  full  and  fair  vote  of 
the  people,  for  their  rati  u\  a  Lion  or  rejection,  with  or  without

Mr.  Speer,  chairman  of  the  special  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  memorial  of  George  H.  Keller  and  7  others,  con- 
testing the  seat  of  A.  B.  Bartlett  and  7  others,  from  the  first 
Representative  district,  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Hon.  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
Kansas  Territory: 

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
George  11.  Keller,  H.  Miles  Moore,  R.  G.  Elliott,  0.  A.  Bassett, 
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Wm.  M.  McClure,  Wm.  Pennock,  Patrick  Orr  and  J.  P.  Hatter- 
scheidt,  claiming  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  from 
Leavenworth  county,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  to 
the  subject  therein  contained  as  full  and  thorough  an  investiga- 
tion as  circumstances  would  permit ;  that  they  have  given  to  the 
contesting  parties,  as  well  as  to  the  certified  members,  ample 
opportunity  to  present  testimony,  and  that,  in  said  investigation, 
they  have  elicited  the  following  facts:  First,  that,  by  the  admis- 
sion of  both  parties,  the  returns  of  Leavenworth  county  were  not 
received  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Territory  until  about 
the  last  of  November,  and  that,  consequently,  the  contestants  had 
no  means  of  complying  literally  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statutes,  (laws  of  1855,  chap.  66,  sections  25  and  28,)  which 
require  contesting  members  to  give  notice  to  persons  having  cer- 
tificates, so  that  persons  holding  scats  by  virtue  thereof  were 
completely  estopped  from  any  bar  against  the  rights  of  the  con- 
testants, on  account  of  failure  to  notify.    The  committee,  how- 
ever, do  not  regard  a  strict  adherence  to  the  forms  prescribed  by 
the  statutes  indispensable,  since  it  is  a  universally  acknowledged 
principle  that  the  Legislative  body  is  the  sole  judge  of  the  elec- 
tion and  qualification  of  its  own  members,  and  has  full  and  ex- 
clusive power  over  the  mode  and  manner  of  determining  thereon. 
Second.  That,  in  the  absence  of  any  official  notification  or  pro- 
clamation of  the  result  of  the  election  in  the  said  county,  but 
acting  upon  generally  acknowledged  facts,  the  contestants  re- 
sorted to  the  only  possible  proof  within  their  reach,  by  taking 
the  affidavits  of  reputable  citizens,  (which  affidavits  are  herewith 
submitted, )  conclusively  proving  that  extensive  frauds  and  gross 
acts  of  dishonesty  were  practiced  at  the  polls  in  the  precinct  of 
Kickapoo,  in  said  Leavenworth  county,  satisfying  your  commit- 
tee that  more  than  five  hundred  fraudulent  votes  were  added  to 
the  real  vote  of  said  precinct,  and  given  almost  exclusively  to 
the  certified  members  of  this  House  from  said  county.  Third. 
That  the  poll- books  of  said  precinct  of  Kickapoo  bear  the  impress 
of  gross  fraud  and  dishonesty.    The  certificate  of  the  judges  is 
not  according  to  the  form  prescribed  in  the  statutes,  but  is  in- 
serted on  the  back  of  the  fifth  page,  and  certifies  only  that  "  the 
foregoing  is  a  correct  list,"  and  apparently  purposely  evading 
the  charge  of  falsifying  the  returns,  by  failing  to  certify  that  the 
nine  pages  following  were  correct  at  all.    And,  moreover,  that 
portion  of  the  returns  following  the  sixth  page  is,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  more  glaringly  fraudulent,  being  evidently 
41  simulated  and  fictitious."    From  an  investigation  of  them,  it 
appears:  First.  That  the  vote  for  township  officers  is  almost 
wholly  wanting.    Second.  That  there  is  almost  perfect  uniform- 
ity in  the  vote  purporting  to  have  been  polled,  a  feature  that  does 
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Dot  appear  on  the  preceding  pages.  It  was  also  in  evidence  that 
about  two  hundred  soldiers  and  teamsters,  connected  with  the 
troops  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  voted  the  Democratic  ticket,  or 
against  the  memorialists,  in  violation  of  the  Organic  Act,  which 
declares  "  that  no  officer,  soldier,  seaman  or  marine,  or  other  per- 
son in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  attached  to  troops 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or 
hold  office  in  the  Territory,  by  reason  of  being  on  service  there- 
in." By  the  rejection  of  these  votes,  as  fraudulent,  your  memo- 
rialists would  be  entitled  to  seats  in  this  House,  as  having  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  in  the  first  district 
Your  committee  would,  therefore,  report  that  Hugh  M.  More, 
H.  B.  Denman,  A.  B.  Hazzard,  B.  J.  Johnson,  T.  B.  Whiteside, 
A.  B.  Bartlett,  Silas  Armstrong  and  W.  B.  Sharp  are  not  enti- 
tled to  membership  in  this  House,  and  recommend  that  II.  Miles 
Moore,  George  H.  Keller,  Wm.  M.  McClure,  J.  P.  TIatterscheidt, 
0.  A.  Bassett,  Wm.  Pennock,  R.  G.  Elliott  and  Patrick  R.  Orr 
be  admitted  to  seats  in  this  House,  as  the  legally  elected  members 
thereof,  from  the  first  district.

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CONCURRENT  RESOLUTIONS  REAFFIRMING  THE  PEOPLE'S  CONSTITU- 
TION, FRAMED  AT  TOPEKA  ON  THE  23d  DAY  OF  OCTOBER,  A.  D. 

1855. 

Whereas,  In  the  spring  of  1855,  the  first  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  Kansas  Territory  was,  by  force  and  violence  seized  upon 
by  people  foreign  to  our  soil  and  a  code  of  laws  enacted,  highly 
unjust  and  oppressive,  and  calculated  to  drive  off  or  enslave  the 
actual  settlers  of  said  Territory,  and  to  fix  upon  them  an  insti- 
tution revolting  to  a  large  majority  of  the  bona  fide  citizens  of 
the  Territory ;  and 

Whereas,  To  avoid  civil  war,  and  as  the  only  peaceful  alter- 
native, asserting,  as  they  did,  that  the  principle  formally  enun- 
ciated in  an  act  organizing  the  Territories  of  Nebraska  and  Kan- 
sas would  fully  authorize  and  sustain  them  in  their  movement, 
the  people  of  said  Territory  did  proceed  to  call  a  convention  to 
frame  a  State  constitution.  The  delegates  thereto  were  regularly 
elected,  and  on  the  23d  of  October,  1855,  did  assemble  in  con- 
vention at  Topeka,  in  said  Territory,  and  did  frame  a  constitu- 
tion, and  provided  for  its  submission  to  a  full  and  fair  vote  of 
the  people,  for  their  ratification  or  rejection,  to  wit :  on  the  15th 
of  December,  1855 ;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  time  aforesaid,  the  people  of  said  Territory 
were  engaged  in  a  war,  resisting  an  armed  invasion  from  abroad, 
and  were  disabled,  thereby,  from  giving  expression  upon  said 
instrument;  and 

Whereas,  Afterwards,  to  wit:  on  the  third  day  of  August, 
1857,  said  constitution  was  again  submitted  to  a  full  and  fair 
vote  of  the  people,  for  their  ratification  or  rejection,  and  by  them 
ratified  by  a  majority  of  about  eight  thousand ;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Territory  of  Kansas  {the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring :) 

First,  That  the  constitution  framed  at  Topeka,  in  said  Terri- 
tory, on  the  twenty-third  day  of  October,  A.*  D.  1855,  embodies 
the  wishes  of  the  people  of  this  Territory  upon  the  subject  of  a 
State  Government,  and  ought  to  be  received  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  as  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

Second,  That  we  hereby  memorialize  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  admit  the  State  of  Kansas  into  the  Union  under 
the  said  constitution  framed  at  Topeka,  in  said  Territory,  on  the 
twenty- third  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1855,  as  aforesaid,  as  one  of 
the  sovereign  States,  upon  an  equal  footing  with  the  other  States. 

Third,  That  the  President  of  the  Council  and  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  be  respectfully  requested  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  these  resolutions,  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  said  con- 
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stitution,  framed  atTopeka,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  October, 
A.  D.  1855,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  pre- 
siding officers  of  each  House  of  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cooper,

Message  from  the  Acting  Governor,  Frederick  P.  Stanton,  by 
his  private  secretary,  Mr.  Walsh  : 

The  Acting  Governor  returns  House  Bill  No.  1,  entitled  "An 
act  to  organize  and  regulate  the  Militia  of  the  Territory,"  with 
his  objections. 

Which  were  read. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Territory  of  Kan- 
sas : 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  I  return  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to 
organize  and  regulate  the  Militia  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas," 
which  was  presented  yesterday  for  my  approval,  but  from  which 
I  am  compelled  to  withhold  my  sanction.  No  necessity,  seems 
to  me,  to  demand  a  reorganization  of  the  militia  at  the  present 
time,  and  such  a  measure  is  not,  in  my  judgment,  legitimately 
connected  with  the  general  purpose  for  which  the  Legislative 
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Assembly  is  now  convened.  Moreover,  I  am  deeply  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  avoiding  everything  which,  at  this  critical 
juncture  of  affairs,  might  serve  to  irritate  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple and  arouse  apprehension,  such  as  might  naturally  be  engen- 
dered by  any  military  movement  whatever.  Looking  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  itself,  I  dissent  from  that  part  of  it  which 
provides  for  the  election  of  the  general  officers  by  the  two  Houses 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  If  any  change  should  be  made 
from  the  present  mode  of  appointment,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
officers  in  question  should  be  elected  by  the  people,  or  by  those 
who  are  liable  to  be  called  into  service  under  the  law.  But  the 
most  fatal  objection  to  the  proposed  law,  and  that  which  is  en- 
tirely conclusive  to  my  mind,  is  to  be  found  in  the  seventh  sec- 
tion, which  authorizes  a  majority  of  the  military  board  to  call 
out  the  militia  in  any  emergency.  By  the  Organic  Act,  the 
Governor  of  the  Territory  is  made  commauder-in-chief  of  the 
militia,  and  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  the  laws  faith- 
fully executed.  The  proposed  law  would  virtually  depose  him 
from  this  position,  and  would  place  him  in  the  power  of  a  board 
composed  of  the  general  officers  of  the  militia,  including  him- 
self, it  is  true ;  but  in  which,  he  might,  at  any  time,  be  over- 
ruled by  the  majority.  In  my  judgment,  such  a  law  would  be  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  Organic  Act,  and  would,  therefore,  be 
null  and  void.  If,  however,  it  might  be  considered  legally  valid, 
it  would  be  hostile  to  the  acknowledged  principles  of  civil  liberty, 
which  require  the  subordination  of  the  military  to  the  civil  power. 
To  confer  upon  a  majority  of  the  general  officers  of  the  militia, 
the  power  to  judge  of  the  occasion  when  the  military  force  of  the 
Territory  should  be  called  into  action,  would  be  to  establish  a 
military  despotism  of  the  most  dangerous  and  pernicious  charac- 
ter. With  these  objections,  I  return  the  bill  in  question,  to  the 
House  in  which  it  originated.

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Acting  Governor, 
which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Zinn,  was  read. 

MESSAGE  OF  ACTING  GOVERNOR  DENVER. 

To  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Kansas  : 

The  time  having  arrived  when,  under  the  law,  you  are  directed 
to  convene  for  the  transaction  of  legislative  business,  custom  re- 
quires that  I  should  communicate  to  you  my  views  on  the  condi- 
tion and  wants  of  the  Territory. 

Having  but  recently  arrived  among  you,  it  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected that  I  should  have  that  exact  information  in  relation  to 
the  internal  affairs  of  the  Territory  that  a  longer  residence  would 
have  afforded;  but  I  have  seen  enough  to  satisfy  me  that  much  of 
the  animosity  and  bitter  feeling,  now  existing,  proceeds  more 
from  personal  hostility  than  from  political  considerations.  These 
had  their  origin  in  the  troubles  growing  out  of  the  first  settle- 
ment of  the  country,  and  the  vindictive  feelings  then  engendered 
among  the  prominent  actors  have,  in  many  instances,  sunk  into 
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personal  hatred.  Thus,  you  find  the  most  bitter  feuds  existing 
all  over  the  country,  which,  when  traced  back,  are  found  to  have 
originated  in  some  personal  quarrel.  The  southern  part  of  the 
Territory  was  lately  convulsed  about  a  claim  to  a  quarter  section 
of  land.  One  man,  with  his  friends,  forcibly  removed  another 
from  a  claim,  and,  for  so  doing,  they  were  arrested,  under  a  writ 
issued  by  the  United  States  Judges,  and  held  to  bail  for  their 
appearance  at  the  next  term  of  the  court,  to  answer  the  charges 
made  against  them.  A  cry  of  " Persecution!  "  was  immediately 
raised,  and  this  petty  difficulty  was  soon  elevated  to  the  dignity 
of  a  "war  between  the  Free-State  and  Pro-Slavery  parties," 
and,  at  one  time,  threatened  to  draw  the  whole  Territory  into  the 
quarrel.  The  difficulty  was  not  at  first  a  political  one,  but  it  was 
seized  upon,  as  a  pretext  for  their  acts,  by  those  lawless  and  rest- 
less men  who  are  never  satisfied  except  when  engaged  in  some 
broil  or  exciting  trouble.  The  peace  of  the  country  is  the  last 
thing  such  people  desire,  and  they  eagerly  seize  on  every  petty 
quarrel  to  disturb  it.  Such  acts  are  demoralizing  in  their  effects 
on  the  public  mind,  and  it  behooves  every  good  citizen  to  dis- 
countenance them,  and  assist  in  bringing  the  actors  to  punish- 
ment. To  quell  these  disturbances,  I  have  deemed  it  necessary 
to  send  a  detachment  of  United  States  troops  into  the  neighbor- 
hood, which  has  had  the  effect  to  restore  peace  to  the  community. 
The  rumors  of  battles  and  killing  various  persons,  with  which  the 
country  was  rife  at  the  time,  have  proved  to  be  untrue,  the  ma- 
rauders having  confined  their  operations  to  the  indiscriminate 
plunder  of  friends  and  foes. 

The  affairs  of  Kansas  have  for  a  long  time  attracted  much  of 
the  attention  of  all  portions  of  the  American  Union  ;  and  it  is 
sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  troubles  which  have  heretofore  ex- 
isted among  the  people  of  this  Territory  are  about  to  be  peace- 
ably adjusted.  After  the  long  continued  disturbances,  this  will 
be  a  most  gratifying  result,  and  will  give  a  new  impetus  to  the 
prosperity  and  settlement  of  the  country.  Settled  as  this  Terri- 
tory has  been,  by  people  from  every  portion  of  the  older  States, 
many  of  whom  entertained  extreme  views  on  the  question  of  do- 
mestic slavery,  it  could  hardly  be  expected  that  collisions  would 
not  occur ;  and  yet,  a  spirit  of  tolerance,  such  as  has  character- 
ized the  people  of  our  sister  Territory,  Nebraska,  which  was  or- 
ganized under  the  same  law,  and  where  slavery  exists  to  almost, 
if  not  quite,  as  great  an  extent  as  it  does  here,  might  have  pre- 
vented it.  There,  all  questions  of  public  policy  have  been  deter- 
mined by  a  resort  to  the  ballot  box,  and  all  parties  have  yielded 
a  ready  acquiescence  to  such  decisions.  Coercive  measures  have 
never  been  resorted  to  there ;  and,  whenever  frauds  have  been 
attempted  at  the  elections,  application  has  been  made  to  the 
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proper  tribunals  for  correction,  and  in  no  instance,  as  far  as  my 
information  extends,  without  finding  redress.  On  these  subjects, 
the  conduct  of  the  people  of  Nebraska  Territory  is  worthy  of  all 
commendation,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  of  this  Territory  will  follow  their  example. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  federal  government  has 
been  compelled  to  interfere  in  your  Territorial  affairs,  and  I  trust 
that  such  interference  will  not  be  required  in  the  future.  A  full 
and  fair  expression  of  the  wishes  of  the  people,  by  means  of  the 
ballot  box,  will  settle  all  these  political  differences,  and  during 
the  time  that  I  may  have  control  of  the  executive  authority  here, 
nothing  shall  be  left  undone  to  afford  them  an  opportunity  to 
give  such  an  expression. 

Much  of  the  future  peace  and  prosperity  of  this  Territory  de- 
pends on  your  legislative  action,  and  I  hope  that  you  will  be  gov- 
erned by  calm  judgment  and  wise  counsels.  Hasty  or  partizan  le- 
gislation should  be,  by  all  means,  avoided ;  the  patriotic  statesman 
will  always  be  governed  by  considerations  of  public  policy,  keep- 
ing in  view  the  necessities  of  the  whole  people,  so  as  to  protect 
and  benefit  the  meritorious,  and,  at  the  same  time,  check  and 
punish  the  vicious. 

Before  engaging  in  the  business  of  legislation,  however,  I  will 
direct  your  attention  to  a  constitution,  recently  framed  by  a  con- 
vention sitting  in  this  place.  The  second  section  of  the  schedule 
reads  as  follows ; 

"  Sec.  2.  All  laws  now  of  force  in  the  Territory  of  Kansas, 
which  are  repugnant  to  this  constitution,  shall  continue  and  be  of 
force  until  altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  a  Legislature  assem- 
bled under  the  provisions  of  this  constitution 

This  was  signed  on  the  7th  day  of  November,  1857,  and,  under 
its  provisions,  submitted  to  the  people  on  the  21st  day  of  Decem- 
ber last.  It  was  again  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  by  an 
act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  December  17,  1857,  only  one 
of  the  political  parties  voting  at  a  time  on  these  propositions,  and 
the  others  absenting  themselves  from  the  polls.  In  this  condition, 
it  will  probably  be  sent  to  Congress,  and  it  may  be  as  well  for 
you  to  delay  any  important  legislation  until  you  can  ascertain 
what  action  Congress  will  take  in  the  premises ;  for,  should  Kan- 
sas be  admitted  as  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  under  this 
Constitution,  it  would  have  the  effect  to  nullify  all  your  acts,  and 
revive  such  as  you  may  have  repealed.  If,  however,  you  shall 
conclude  to  disregard  this  possible  state  of  affairs,  it  then  becomes 
my  duty  to  direct  your  attention  to  some  matters  on  which  legis- 
lative action  may  be  necessary. 

The  criminal  laws  of  the  Territory,  owing  to  the  disturbed 
state  of  the  country,  are,  at  present,  th6  most  important.  Every 
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offense  against  the  laws  should  be  followed  by  speedy  punish- 
ment, and  this  should  be  commensurate  with  the  degree  of  crime 
committed.  That  philanthropy  which  seeks  to  pardon  criminals 
for  the  purpose  of  reforming  them,  will  never  reduce  their  num- 
ber, or  protect  society  from  their  depredations ;  but  sure  and  ad- 
equate punishment  is  well  calculated  to  deter  others  from  like 
practices.  It  is  impossible,  however,  to  enforce  the  criminal 
laws  without  prisons  in  which  to  confine  the  criminals.  Your 
earliest  efforts,  therefore,  should  be  directed  to  the  collection  of 
revenue  and  the  erection  of  prisons. 

I  have  been  informed  that  an  organization  exists  in  this  Terri- 
tory, similar  to  what  is  said  to  be  the  Danite  organization  among 
the  Mormons.  It  is  asserted  that  the  members  are  bound,  by  the 
most  solemn  oaths  and  obligations,  to  resist  the  laws,  take  the  lives 
of  their  fellow  citizens,  or  commit  any  other  act  of  violence  they 
may  be  directed  to  do  by  their  leaders.  I  am  unwilling  to  believe 
that  such  an  organization  could  ever  find  an  existence  in  a  civil- 
ized community  ;  but  the  bare  possibility  of  its  existence,  and 
the  fact  that  assassinations  have  recently  been  perpetrated — giv- 
ing a  color  of  truth  to  the  statement — should  induce  you  to  give 
it  your  most  serious  attention.  By  allowing  it  to  go  without  no- 
tice, there  is  great  danger  that  counter  organizations  may  be 
started,  and  thus  the  whole  country  be  placed  at  the  mercy  of  law- 
less and  irresponsible  men. 

The  "  Act  for  the  prevention  and  punishment  of  election 
frauds,"  passed  at  your  late  session,  ought  to  be  so  amended  as 
to  apply  to  those  who  attempt  to  deter  men  from  voting  by 
threats  of  personal  violence,  or  other  means  of  intimidation.  It 
ought,  also,  to  provide  a  punishment  for  officers  of  the  election, 
who  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  send  up  the  returns  within  a 
specified  time. 

The  election  law  ought,  also,  to  be  amended  so  as  to  require 
every  person  to  vote  at  the  precinct  near  which  he  resides,  and, 
in  no  case,  to  be  allowed  to  vote  outside  of  his  own  municipal 
township.  The  number  of  election  precincts  ought  to  be  increas- 
ed, so  as  to  have  them  convenient  for  the  people  to  attend  the 
polls.  At  present,  there  is  only  one  precinct  in  some  of  the 
counties,  and  the  people  of  the  whole  county  are  thus  compelled 
to  go  to  that  place  to  vote.  This  should  be  corrected.  The 
county  commissioners  should  be  authorized  to  establish  as  many 
voting  places  as  they  may  deem  necessary ;  and  all  county  and 
township  officers  ought  to  be  elected  by  the  people.  A  time 
should  be  fixed  within  which  election  returns  should  be  made.  The 
judges  of  election  ought  to  make  their  returns  to  the  county  clerks, 
and  certified  abstracts  of  the  same  should  be,  by  them  sent  to 
secretary  of  the  Territory.    Penalties  should  be  imposed  for  the 
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non-performance  of  these  duties,  as  also  for  neglecting  or  refus- 
ing to  serve  as  judges  of  election,  when  appointed.  At  present, 
there  is  no  provision  of  law  authorizing  an  election  to  fill  a  va- 
cancy in  any  office,  except  where,  in  consequence  of  a  tie  vote, 
the' people  may  have  failed  to  elect.  This  is  a  very  serious  omis- 
sion, and  ought  to  be  remedied. 

The  provisions  of  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  location  of  Ter- 
ritorial roads  in  the  Territory  of  Kansas,"  have  not  been  com- 
plied with.  They  ought  to  be  enforced  by  affixing  a  penalty  for 
official  neglect  in  such  cases. 

At  present,  the  law  provides  for  four  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
but  one  constable  for  each  municipal  township  in  which  there  is 
an  incorporated  city.  This  should  be  changed  so  that  there 
should  be  two  justices  and  two  constables  in  each  township,  and 
special  provisions  should  be  made  for  incorporated  cities  and 
towns,  according  to  their  population. 

The  organization  and  establishment  of  Common  Schools 
throughout  the  Territory,  ought  to  receive  every  encouragement, 
and  the  lands  applicable  to  school  purposes,  ought  to  be  protected. 
The  duty  of  watching  over  and  superintending  these  lands  should 
be  imposed  on  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables,  and  they 
be  held  responsible  for  them,  until  the  school  trustees  shall  be 
elected  and  take  charge  of  the  same.  Every  precaution  ought  to 
be  taken  to  preserve  these  lands  from  depreciation,  and  apply 
them  to  the  very  laudable  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  devising  means 
to  build  up  a  Territorial  Library  at  the  seat  of  government,  which 
should  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Secretary,  who  is  the 
proper  custodian  of  the  books  and  archives.  By  requiring  every 
person  to  whom  a  commission  may  be  issued,  to  pay  a  small  fee 
to  the  library  fund,  a  considerable  sum  may  be  realized  every 
year,  and  it  would  not  be  long  until  you  would  have  a  library  of 
great  value. 

These  are  some  of  the  chief  objects  to  which  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention  at  this  time,  and  it  will  afford  me  pleasure,  at  all 
times,  to  co-operate  with  you  in  the  enactment  of  all  just  and 
proper  laws  within  the  sphere  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
Organic  Act.  That  Act  is  to  the  Territory,  what  a  Constitution 
is  to  an  organized  State.  Its  authority  is  paramount  and  cannot 
be  transcended  by  us.  The  powers  it  confers  are  specific,  and 
must  not  be  disregarded.  It  is,  in  fact,  the  chart  by  which  we 
must  shape  our  course.  So  long,  therefore,  as  we  shall  limit  our 
official  action  to  its  provisions— listen  to  wise  counsels — avoid 
hasty  legislation — pursue  such  a  course  as  will  give  security  to 
the  lives,  liberty  and  property  of  the  people — lay  aside  personal 
animosities  for  the  public  good,  and  hold  the  Territorial  officers 
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to  a  strict  siccountability  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws, 
we  can  have  nothing  to  fear.  It  may  be  in  your  power  to  restore 
tranquility  and  insure  prosperity  to  the  Territory,  or  you  may  es- 
tablish a  reign  of  terror  which  will  be  disastrous  to  all  the  best 
interests  of  the  people,  who  have  intrusted  you  with  legislative 
authority.  Such  is  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Temtoay  at 
this  time.    Shall  reason  or  passion  prevail  ?

public  printing.

Mr.  Elliott,  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  appointed  at  the  special  session,  to  report  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  House,  reported  as  follows : 

The  joint  committee,  appointed  at  the  called  session  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  to  prepare  permanent  rules  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  both  Houses,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  report  that, 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them,  they  have 
carefully  compiled  the  following  rules  for  the  House,  and  joint 
rules,  which  are  herewith  submitted,  and  respectfully  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  same. 

RULES  AND  ORDERS  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

OF  SPEAKER. 

1st.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hoar  to  which  the  House  shall  have 
•djourned  on  the  previous  day,  and  immediately  call  the  members  to  order.  If  a 
quorum  shall  be  in  attendance,  he  shall  oause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be 
re&d. 

3d.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum ;  ho  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  pre- 
ference to  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose  ;  he  shall  decide  question! 
of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members,  on  whioh  no  mem- 
to  shall  speak  more  than  onoe,  unless  by  leave  of  the  House. 

3d.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  while  sitting. 
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4th.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit :  As  many  as  are  of  the 
opinion  that  (aa  the  question  may  be,)  say  A>e;  and,  after  the  affirmative  voice  is 
expressed  :  As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opinion,  say  No.  If  the  Speaker  doubts, or 
if  a  division  bo  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the 
question  shall  rise  from  thoirsoats  and  remain  until  counted— afterward,  those  inthe 
negative  ;  the  Speaker  shall  then  rise,  and  state  the  decision  to  the  Ho\ise. 

5th.  The  Speaker  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  and  correct  the  journal  before 
it  is  read.  Ho  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall.  He  shall  have  the  right  to 
name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not 
extend  beyond  An  adjournment. 

6th.  In  all  cases  of  election  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  voto  ;  in  other  cases 
ho  shall  not  voto,  unless  the  House  bo  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to 
the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

7tb.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unloss  otherwiso  specially 
directed  by  the  House. 

8th.  In  all  cas  s  of  an  election,  a  majority  of  the  votes  given  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  choice  ;l  and  when  there  shall  not  be  such  a  majority  on  the  first  vote,  the  vote  shall 
bo  repeated  until  a  majority  be  obtained. 

9th.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker; 
and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpenas,  issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  bo  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

10th.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery  or  lobby,  the 
Speaker  shrill  have  power  to  order  the  same  cleared. 

11th.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  but  the  officers  of  the  General  or 
Territorial  Government,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  House  may  think  proper  to 
invite. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 

12th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
House,  ho  shall  rise  from  hid  stat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  Mr.  Speaker, 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

13th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House, 
the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  him  to  order ;  in  which  case  the  member 
so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the 
House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  ease,  but  without  debate  ;  if  there  be  no  ap- 
peal, the  dicision  of  the  cha;.r  shall  be  submitted  to  ;  if  tho  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  proceed  without  leave  of  the  House,  and,  if  tho  case  require  it,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  tho  censure  of  the  House. 

14th.  When  two  or  more  member!*  happen  to  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker 
flhall  name  tho  person  who  is  first  to  speak. 

15th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  or  more  than 
one  half  hour  on  each  occasion,  without  leave  of  the  House,  nor  more  than  once  until 
every  member,  choosing  to  spoak,  shall  have  spoken ;  but  the  movor  of  any  proposition 
shall  have  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  debate ;  and,  in  case  the  proposition  comes 
from  any  committee,  then  tho  member  making  tho  report  from  tho  committee,  shall 
have  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  debate. 

16th.  Whilst  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  House,  none 
shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  Houso,  nor,  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  entertain  privato  discourse,  nor,  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between 
him  and  the  chair. 

17th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  imme- 
diately and  particularly  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  ho  was  net  present  when 
the  question  was  put. 

18th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  within  the  bar  of  the  House  when  the  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  shall  exouse  him.  No 
member  shall  be  allowed  to  make  any  explanation  of  a  vote  he  is  about  to  give,  or  ask 
to  be  excused  from  voting,  after  the  clerk,  under  order  of  the  Houso,  shall  have  com- 
mcnoed  calling  the  yeas  and  nays. 
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19th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  tho  Speaker,  or, 
being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  chair,  and  read  aloud  by  the  clerk  before 
debate. 

80th.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if!  tho  Speaker  or  any  member 
desire  it. 

21st.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  tho  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  clerk,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  bo  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  Avithdrawn  at  any  time  before  a 
decision  or  amendment. 

22d.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  bo  received,  but,  First,  To 
adjourn;  Second,  To  lay  on  the  table ;  Third,  For  the  previous  question;  Fourth, 
To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ;  Fifth,  To  postpone  indefinitely;  Sixth,  To  commit, 
or,  Seventh,  To  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  havo  precedence  in  tho  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged  :  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  oertain,  to  commit,  or  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  on  the  same  day,  and  a^ 
the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words 
of  a  bill  6hall  have  prccedenco  of  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carriod,  shall  be  con- 
sidered equivalent  to.its  rejection. 

23d.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order;  that,  the  previous  question, 
and  the  motion  tc>  Ho  on  the  table,  .-'hall  bo  deeided  without  debate. 

24th.  The  previous  question  shall  bo  in  this  form:  Shall  the  main  question  be 
now  put?  It  shall  only  bo  admitted  when  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present ;  and,  when  carried,  its  effect  shall  bo  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring 
the  House  to  a  direct  vote 

25th.  When  a  qaostion  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon 
again  during  the  session. 

26th.  Any  member  may  call  for  tho  division  of  a  question  when  the?ame  will  admit 
of  it;  amotion  to  strike  out  aud  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible.  But  a  motion  to 
strike  out  being  lost.  «hail  preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert. 

27th.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

28th.  When  a  motion  baa  been  onco  made,  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or  ne- 
gative, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  tho  reeousid- 
eration  thorcof,  on  the  game  or  next  sitting  day. 

29th.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  samo  is  objected  to  by 
any  member,  the  House  shall  determine  whether  said  paper  shall  be  read  or  not. 

30th.  When  a  resolution  shall  bo  offered,  or  a  motion  mado  to  refor  any  subject, 
and  select  and  standing  committees  Khali  be  proposed,  the  question  for  rel'erenoe  to  a 
standing  committee  shall  bo  put  firit. 

3l3t.  Every  ordered  resolution  or  vote  to  whieh  the  concurrence  of  the  Council 
shall  be  necessary,  shall  bo  read  to  the  House  and  laid  on  tho  table,  on  a  day  preced- 
ing that  on  which  the  same  shall  be  moved,  unless  the  House  shall  expressly  allow. 

32d.  Petitions,  memoriuls  and  othor  papers  addressed  to  the  House,  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  the  Speaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his  place ;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents 
thereof  shall  bo  verbally  made  by  the  introducer,  and  shall  not  be  debated  or  decided 
on  the  day  of  their  being  first  rend,  unless  when  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise,  but 
*hall  lie  on  the  table,  to  be  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  read. 

33d.  Any  ton  members,  (including  tho  speaker,  if  there  be  one,)  shall  bo  author- 
ized to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

34th.  Upon  calls  of  tho  House,  or  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question, 
the  names  of  tho  members  shall  be  called  alphabetically,  and  no  mombor  shall  be 
allowed  to  -vote  except  he  be  in  his  scat. 

35th.  So  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  bo  unable  from  sickness  to  attend. 

36th.  rpon  the  call  of  the  House,  tho  names  of  members  shall  be  oalled  over  by 
the  clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted,  aftor  which  the  names  of  absentees  shall  again  b© 
called  over;  tho  doors  shall  then  be  shut,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse  or  insufficient 
excuses  are  made,  may,  by  order  of  those  present,  if  ten  in  number,  bo  taken  into  cus- 
tody, as  they  appear,  or  may  besont  for  and  taken  into  custody,  wherever  to  be  found, 
by  special  messengers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
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37th.  When  a  member  shall  be  discharged  from  custody,  and  admitted  to  his 
seat,  the  House  shall  determine  whether  such  discharge  shall  be  with  or  without  pay- 
ing fees ;  and,  in  like  manner,  whether  a  delinquent  member,  taken  into  custody  by  a 
special  messenger,  shall  or  shall  not  be  liable  to  defray  the  expense  of  suoh  special 
messenger. 

38th.  The  duty  of  tho  sergeant-at-arms  shall  be  to  attend  the  House  during  its 
sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  House  from  time  to  time,  together  with  all 
such  process,  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  Speakor. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY. 

39th.  After  the  journal  is  read,  the  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  for 
oaoh  day: 

1st.  Petitions,  memorials  or  remonstranoes  to  be  offered . 

2nd*  Resolutions  and  notices  to  offer  bills; 

3rd.  Reports  of  standing  then  of  special  committees  ; 

4th.  Bills  to  be  introduced  of  which  notice  has  been  giren ; 

5th.  Messages  and  communications  on  the  speaker's  table; 

6th.  Bills  and  resolutions  ready  for  a  second  reading ; 

7th.  Bills  on  their  final  passage. 
40th.  The  unfinished  business  in  whioh  the  House  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  the 
last  adjournment,  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  orders  of  the  day  ;  and  no  motion 
or  any  other  business  shall  be  received,  without  special  leave  of  the  House,  until  the 
former  is  disposed  of. 

41st.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

COMMITTEES. 

42d.  Twenty  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of 
the  session,  consisting  of  five  members  each :  A  committee  of  Ways  and  Means ;  a  com- 
mittee of  Election;  a  committee  on  Claims;  aoommittee  on  the  Judiciary ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Militia;  a  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures;  a  committee  on 
Apportionments;  aoommittee  on  Corporations  and  Banking;  a  committee  on  Edu- 
cation; a  committee  on  Public  Institutions;  a  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills;  acorn* 
mitteeon  Engrossed  Bills:  a  committee  on  Vice  and  Immorality;  aoommittee  on  Ac- 
counts and  Legislative  Expenditure;  a  committee  on  Printing;  aoommittee  on  New 
Counties  and  County  Lines;  a  committee  on  Public  Roads;  a  committee  on  Phrase- 
ology; a  committee  on  Federal  Relations,  aoommittee  on  Internal  Improvements. 

43d.  The  several  standing  committees  of  the  House  shall  have  leave  to  report  by 
bill  or  otherwise. 

44th.  No  oommittee  shall  sit  during  tho  sitting  of  the  House,  without  special 
leave. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  CLERK. 

45th.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  true  and  faithful  discharge 
of  tho  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  abilities,  and  shall  be 
•deemed  to  continue  in  office  until  another  be  appointed. 

46th.  All  messages  ftom  the  House  to  the  Counoil  and  Governor,  shall  be  carried 
toy  the  Clerk,  unless  the  House  shall  otherwise  order;  and  all  papers  designed  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Governor  or  the  Counoil,  shall  be  carried  by  the  Clerk  or  Assitant 
•Clerk. 

47th.  In  case  the  Speaker  shall  be  absent  at  the  hour  to  whioh  the  House  was 
-adjourned,  the  Clerk  shall  preside  until  a  Speakor  pro  ism.  shall  be  chosen. 

ON  BILLS. 

48th.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House,  previous  to  its 
parage  ;  and  all  bills  shall  be  dispatched  in  order  as  they  may  be  introduced,  unless 
where  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise ;  but  no  bill  shall  be  read  twice  on  the  same 
•day,  without  special  order  of  the  House. 

49th.  All  bills,  whether  introduced  in  the  House,  or  communicated  by  message 
from  the  Council,  shall,  after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  to  a  standing  or  select 
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committee,  to  consider  and  report  thereupon.  Such  committoo  may  report  any  bill, 
either  with  or  without  amendment*,  or  they  may  report  against  the  same.  All  bills 
favorably  reported  shall  bo  committed  to  the  Committco  of  the  Whole,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  House  ;  but  when  a  bill  has  been  reported  adversely,  and  such 
report  shall  be  agreed  toby  the  House,  it  shall  not  go  upon  the  general  orders,  but 
shall  be  considered  as  rejected. 

50th.  The  title  of  all  bills  introduced  shall  state,  concisely,  the  subject  matter  of 
guch  bills. 

51st.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  executed  in  a  fair  round  hand, 
52d.  No  amendment,  unloss  by  way  of  rider,  shall  bo  received  to  any  bill  on  its 
third  reading. 

53d.  When  a  bill  shall  pass,  it  shall  bo  certified  by  the  Clerk,  noting  the  day  of  its 
passage  at  the  foot  thereof. 

54th.  A  register  shall  be  kept,  by  the  Clerk,  of  all  bills  introduced  in  the  House, 
or  transmitted,  for  concurrence,  from  the  Council,  in  which  shall  be  recorded,  under 
appropriate  head,  the  progress  of  all  such  bills,  from  the  date  of  their  introduction, 
to  the  time  of  their  transmission,  if  House  bills,  to  the  Governor,  or  if  Council  bills, 
their  return  to  the  Council. 

OF  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

55th.  When  the  House  shall  determine  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the 
Speaker  shall  appoint  the  momber  who  shall  take  the  chair. 

56th.  Uills  and  othor  matters  shall  bo  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  in 
the  following  manner,  viz  :— They  shall  be  first  read  through,  unless  the  Committee 
shall  otherwise  order ;  and,  unloss  the  Committee  shall  then  decido  to  strike  out  the 
enacting  clause,  they  shall  be  read  and  considered  by  sections,  leaving  the  title  to  be 
last  considered.  All  amendments,  in  their  coherence,  shall  be  reported  to  the  House 
by  the  chairman. 

57th.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  nor  interlined,  but  all  amendments, 
noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered,  by  the  Clerk,  on  a  sepnrato  paper,  as 
the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  Committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After 
report,  the  bill  shall  again  bo  subject  to  be  debated  and  amembed  by  clauses,  before 
a  question  to  engross  it  be  taken. 

58th.  The  rule  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  Committee  of 
the  Wholo  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time 
of  speaking ;  but  no  member  shall  speak  tw  ico  to  any  question  until  every  member 
ehoosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

59th.  All  questions,  whethor  in  Committee  or  in  the  House,  shall  bo  propounded 
in  the  order  in  which  they  were  moved,  except  that,  in  filling  up  blanks,  the  largest 
sum  and  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

60th.  A  motion  to  rise  and  report  progross  shall  be  in  order  at  any  stage,  and  shall 
he  decided  without  debate. 

61st.  If,  at  any  time,  when  in  Committeo  of  the  Whole  House,  it  be  ascertained 
that  there  is  no  quorum,  the  chairman  shall  immediately  report  that  fact  to  the 
Speaker. 

«2d.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  committeo  on  Enrolled  Bills  to  report  at  any  time. 
•3d.  No  rule  or  order  of  the  Houso  shall  bo  rescinded,  altered  or  ropealod,  unless 
two-thirds  of  tho  members  present  shall  consent  thereto. 


JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  COUNCIL  AND  HOUSE  OF 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

1st.  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papcr3  on  which  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion shall  be  founded. 

3d.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  whioh  shall  have  passed  in  one  House,  is  rejected  in 
the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  bo  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same  may  havo 
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3d.  Messages  from  one  House  to  the  other  shall  he  communicated  hy  their  clerks 
respectively,  unless  the  House  transmitting  the  message  shall  specially  direct  other- 
wise. 

4th.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  either  House  to  amend  any  amendment  made  by 
the  other,  to  any  bill  or  resolution. 

5th.  In  case  of  difference  between  the  two  House?,  upon  any  subject  of  legisla- 
tion, either  House  may  request  a  conference,  aud  appoint  a  committee  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  the  other  shall  also  appoint  a  similar  committee.  The  committee  shall 
meet  at  such  hour  and  place  as  shall  bo  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  House  requesting  such  conference.  The  committee  shall  confer 
upon  the  cause  of  difference,  with  the  view  to  arrive  at  such  modifications  and 
amendments  as  wo. -Id  secure  the  agreement  of  both  Houses.  Tho  report  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  in  writing',  and  shall  be  sent  to  tho  House  assenting  to  the  conference. 
When  such  House  shall  havo  acted  thereon,  it  shall  transmit  the  same,  with  the 
papers  relating  thereto,  to  the  othvr,  with  a  message  certifying  its  action  thereon. 

fctb.  It  shall  bo  in  order  for  either  House  to  recede  from  any  subject  matterof 
difference  subsisting  between  tho  two  Houses,  at  any  time  previous  to  conference, 
whether  the  papers,  on  which  such  difference  arose,  are4bcfore  the  House  receding, 
formally  or  informally. 

7th.  After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  the  bill  which 
is  the  subject  of  difference  shall  bo  deemed  lost,  and  shall  not  be  again  revived  during 
the  same  session,  in  either  House. 

8th.  All  joint  committees  of  the  two  Houses,  and  all  committees  of  conference 
shall  consist  of  three  members  of  the  Council  and  five  members  of  tho  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  concurrent  resolution. 

9th.  No  bill  which  shall  have  puescd  one  House,  shall  have  its  final  reading  in 
the  other  less  than  two  da>s  thereafter,  without  tho  consent  of  two-thirds  of  tho 
members  thereof  present ;  and  whenever  ten  or  more  bills  shall  be  in  readiness  for 
final  reading  in  either  Houso,  such  Houso  shall  assign  a  day  for  the  final  reading  of 
such  bills,  which  day  shall  bo  withio  one  week  thereafter.  At  tho  timo  appointed, 
such  Houso  shall  proceed  to  the  final  reading  of  said  bills,  and  continue  tho  tamo  from 
day  to  day,  under  the  order  of  third  reading  of  bills,  until  all  suoh  bills  then  in  readi- 
ness for  final  reading  shall  havo  been  read,  unless  thi.s  order  of  business  ihall,  in  either 
House,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  be  suspended  or  laid  on  the 
table.  In  all  cases  where  a  bill  shall  be  so  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  it  shall  retain 
its  place  in  the  order  of  the  final  reading  of  bills,  but  shall  not  bo  called  up  for  con- 
sideration, unless  by  a  voto  of  a  majority  of  tho  members  present. 

10th.  Tho  samo  bill  shall  not,  .specially  or  by  name,  create,  rcnow,  or  continue 
more  than  one  incorporation,  nor  contain  any  provisions  in  relation  to  tho  aUcringof 
more  than  one  incorporation  by  name  ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  construed  to  apply 
to  corporations  to  be  formed  under  general  laws,  nor  to  bills  coi.Jolidating  corpora- 
tions. 

llth.  Whenever  there  shall  be  an  election  of  officers  by  tho  joint  action  of  the 
two  Houses,  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  tho  President  of  tho  Council,  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  shall  bo  reported  by  th.<  presiding  officer  of  each  iiouseto 
their  respective  Houses,  and  be  entered  on  the  journal.-;  of  each,  and  shall  be  commu- 
nicated to  tho  Governor  by  the  elerks  of  the  two  Houses. 

12th.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  loth  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  one 
of  the  transcribing  clerks,  under  the  direction  of  tho  Secretary  of  tho  Council,  or 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  tho  bill  may  have  originated  in  the 
one  or  the  other  House,  bvforo  it  shall  bo  presented  to  tho  Governor  fur  his  approval. 

13th.  When  a  bill  is  duly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee  of 
two  from  each  House,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  who  thall  carefully  compare  the 
enrolled  with  tho  engrossed  bill,  and  mako  their  report  forthwith  to  the  respective 
Houses. 

14th.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  le  signed  in  the  respective 
Houses,  first  by  the  Spoaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  then  by  the  President 
of  the  Council. 

15th.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  thus  signed  in  each  House,  it  sha'l  be  pr-*- 
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lented  by  the  said  Committee  of  Enrollment  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval,  it  be- 
ing first  indeed  on  tho  back  of  tho  roll,  certify  iig  in  which  House  the  fame  origi- 
nated, wilich  indorsement  shall  be  signed  by  tho  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House,  or  the 
Secretaty of  the  Council,  as  the  bill  may  have  originated  in  the  tne  or  the  other 
House,  and  the  said  committee  shall  report  the  day  of  presentation  to  the  Governor, 
which  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  each  House. 

16th.  All  orders,  resolutions  and  vote?,  which  arc  to  to  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernorfcr  his  approval,  shall  also  in  the  same  manner  be  previously  enrolled,  exam- 
ined and  signed,  and  then  be  presented  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  commit- 
tee, as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  bills. 

Hib.  Tho  committees  of  inch  Hou?e  on  Territorial  Expenditures,  on  Enrolled 
Bill?,  or  Leeislative  Expenses,  shall  act  jointly. 

l?th.  When  a  bill,  resolution,  or  memorial  shall  have  passed  either  House,  which 
requires  the  concurrence  of  the  other,  it  thall  be  transmitted  to  said  House,  withou* 
the  necessity  of  enterirg  an  order  on  the  journal  of  tho  House  in  which  it  passed,  re- 
questing the  concurrence  of  the  ■other  Hou-O. 

19;h.  In  joint  convention  of  the  two  Houses,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives thall  preside. 

20tb.  No  item  shall  be  inserted  in  any  appropriation  bill  until  it  has  been  passed 
upon  by  one  of  the  joint  committees,  on  Tcrrit'.nal  Expenditures,  or  Legislative  Ex- 
penditures. 

2Ut.  The  general  appropriation  bill  shall  be  introduced  into  the  House  at  least 
ten  days  before  tho  close  of  the  session,  and  passed  by  the  House,  and  sent  to  the 
Council  for  their  concurrence,  at  least  three  days  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

22d.  There  shall  be  printed,  of  course  and  without  order,  130  copies  of  all  orig- 
inal bills  rcporfed  by  committees  of  either  House;  and  300  copies  of  all  messages  from 
the  Governor,  (excrpt  uies^ges  certifying  his  approval  of  bills,)  all  reports  of  stand- 
lag  or  sel  ct  committees,  a  d  all  reports  or  communications  made  in  pursuance  of 
law ;  aud  l<;Wi  copies  of  the  journal  of  each  House. 

23J.  The  p.intcd  bills  *hail  bo  distributed  as  follows  :  To  the  Council,  HO  copies; 
to  the  House  of  Representatives,  SO  copies;  to  tho  Tcrri-orial  officer5,  10  copies;  re- 
tained to  bind,  '0  copies.  Tho  printed  messages  and  documents  shall  be  distributed 
asf  >l'.ow«;  To  the  Council,  120  copies  ;  to  the  Hou.se  of  Representatives, 330  copies;  to 
the  Territorial  officers,  50  copies. 

24ib.  Whenever  cither  House  shall  order  printed  more  than  tho  usual  number  of 
any  mc.-sigc,  report  or  document,  tho  fact  shall  be  immediately  communicated,  by 
message,  to  the  other  House. 

25ih.  When  the  sarao  document  shall,  by  separato  orders,  bo  directed  to  be 
printed  by  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  but  one  order,  unless  otherwise  ex- 
pressly direct*  d  by  either  House. 

'JG:h.  When  an  extra  number  shall  bo  ordered,  it  shall  be  done  by  specifying  the 
number  for  each  member. 

27th.  Orders  to  print,  unexecuted,  expire  at  the  close  of  the  session ;  and  no  docu- 
ments shall  be  printed  or  dolivered,  after  the  final  adjournment,  unlets  printed  under 
same  law,  cr  concurrent  resolution  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives. 

28th.  The  sergeant-at-arms  ot  each  House  shall  receive  from  the  printer  all  matter 
crdcrt-d  by  the  respective  Houses,  and  shall  keep  a  book, and  enter  therein  tho  time  of 
reception, and  the  number  of  copies  of  all  such  matter,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
immediately  placed  upon  the  desks  of  the  members. 

Mr.  Bassett  moved  the  report  be  received. 

Mr.  Lockhart  moved  to  accept  the  report. 

Mr.  Cooper  moved  to  pospone  until  the  rules  be  distributed. 
Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Graham, 
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Resolved,  That  the  members  proceed  immediately  to  draw  for 
seats. 

Carried. 

The  chief  clerk  proceeded,  by  general  consent,  to  draw  for 
members'  seats. 

Mr.  Whiting,  Enrolling  clerk,  presented  himself,  was  qualified, 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Mr.  Russell,  assistant  Engrossing  clerk,  was  also  sworn,  and 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.

On  motion, 

The  House  resolved  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.

at  Topcka,  should  be  maintained  for  any  emergency  that  may 
arise.  They  would  also  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Kansas  pass  such  laws  of  a  general  nature  as 
may  be  necessary  to  the  operation  of  that  government,  to  be  en- 
forced as  soon  as  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  Congress  has  forced 
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upon  us  the  constitution  framed  at  Lecompton,  and  that  wo  have 
been  defrauded  of  our  rights  under  the  election.  They  would 
further  recommend  that,- as  both  legislative  bodies  are  represent- 
atves  of  the  same  people,  the  concert  of  action  between  thera,  so 
far  as  practicable,  should  be  aimed  at,  and  that  harmony  and  a 
mutual  confidence  should  be  cultivated. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Spec.al  Legislation  in  a  new  country  is  fraught  with  great  evil, 
occasioning  strife,  and  embroiling  different  sections  of  the  coun- 
try in  bitter  feuds.  This  should  be  guarded  against,  by  doing  as 
little  local  legislation  as  possible.  Besides,  by  passing  general 
incorporation  laws,  the  business  which  would  require  months,  can 
be  contracted  into  a  day,  and,  instead  of  having  several  thousand 
pages  of  special  laws  in  our  statutes,  we  do  away  with  them  en- 
tirely. Therefore,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  a  spe- 
cial committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  frame  a  general  incorpo- 
ration law,  and  that  all  special  legislation  be  restrained  as  much 
as  possible,  until  after  the  report  of  said  committee.

Major  General  J.  H.  Lane,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Head  Quarters  Kansas  Militia,  ) 
Lawrence,  Jan.  15, 1858.  \ 

To  his  Excellency  the  acting  Governor  of  Kansas  Terri- 
tory, the  President  of  the  Council,  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Legislative  *tfsse?nbly  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  the  discharge  of  duty,  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  on  a  subject  which  has  excited  much  interest  and  com- 
ment. At  the  time  of  my  election,  by  your  honorable  body,  as 
Major  General  of  the  Militia,  news  was  rife,  as  you  will  remem- 
ber, of  a  disturbance  in  Bourbon  county. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  your  special  session,  I 
repaired  to  the  scene  of  action,  sending  Generals  Phillips  and 
Plumb  in  advance,  to  inform  the  people  that  a  force  of  U.  S. 
troops  were  moving  in  that  direction.  Accompanied  by  Gens. 
Stratton,  Whitman,  Shore  and  Lconhart,  I  arrived  at  Sugar 
Mound,  where  the  people  were  encamped,  under  the  command  of 
Col.  J.  B.  Abbott,  shortly  after  the  messenger.  On  inquiry,  I 
ascertained  that  the  people  had  been  compelled  to  take  up  arms, 
for  these  causes  and  reasons: 

Two  years  ago,  a  man  named  G.  W.  Clark,  notorious  for  his 
connection  with  the  murder  of  the  lamented  Barber,  organized 
a  band  of  marauders  in  Missouri,  who  invaded  that  district  of  the 
Territory,  laying  waste  the  country,  driving  off  the  Free  State 
settlers,  plundering  and  insulting  them  and  their  families,  and 
tlien  taking  possession  of  their  claims  and  stock,  which  they  wero 
compelled  to  leave.  During  the  present  summer  and  autumn  a 
number  of  the  settlers  thus  expelled  from  that  district,  returned, 
and  endeavored,  by  peaceable  means,  to  recover  their  rights  and 
property.  They  were  met  by  writs  obtained  from  unscrupulous 
and  unjust  officers,  many  of  them  arrested  on  pretended  charges, 
for  offenses  which  were  never  committed,  and  imprisoned  at  Fort 
Scott,  in  cells  unfit  even  for  felons  to  inhabit ;  in  several  cases 
their  property  was  sold  at  nominal  prices,  and  driven  out  of  the 
Territory,  to  defray  expenses  not  yet  accrued,  and  other  outrages 
perpetrated  similar  to  those  which  drove  the  people  to  arms  in 
former  periods  of  our  history.  During  the  perpetrationof  these 
outrages,  Col.  Abbott,  Dr.  Gilpatrick  and  Kev.  J.  E.  Stewart, 
who  had  been  ordered  there,  arrived  and  proceeded  to  establish  a 
Squatter's  court,  for  the  redress  of  grievances  and  the  restoration 
.  of  peace.    About  the  time  they  closed  their  sittings,  having  de- 
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cided  all  the  cases  on  the  Little  Osage,  they  were  assaulted  by  an 
armed  mob,  five  times  their  number,  pretending  to  act  under  the 
authority  of  an  U.  S.  Marshal.  The  assault  was  successfully 
worsted— several  assailants  killed  and  wounded,  and  the  remain- 
der driven  back  to  their  dens  in  Missouri.  It  was  immediately 
after  this  conflict  that  I  arrived  at  Sugar  Mound,  proceeded  at 
once  to  enroll  the  people  under  your  act  of  Dec.  17th  ;  sent  out 
scoutirig  parties  in  all  directions,  informing  the  people  that  we 
were  to  protect  all  actual  settlers,  without  reference  to  their  po- 
litical opinions.  We  were  kindly  received  by  all,  and  our  au- 
thority cheerfully  recognized. 

On  the  evening  the  companies  were  to  be  disbanded,  our  scouts 
brought  news  that  a  company  of  U.  S.  troops  were  moving  upon 
us  with  the  avowed  intention  of  attacking  us.  We  immediately 
took  position,  intending,  if  possible,  with  honor,  to  avoid  a  con- 
flict, bui  prepared  to  meet  it  success  fully  if  forced  upon  us.  We 
remained  in  this  position,  thus  taken,  until  we  ascertained  that 
the  U.  S.  troops  had  marched  to  Fort  Scott,  and  had  received 
written  assurances  from  Judge  Williams  that  the  Free  State  pris- 
oners would  be  protected  and  treated  kindly.  Peace  being  re- 
stored we  disbanded  the  command,  retaining  two  companies  in 
tiie  field,  some  thirty  men,  with  orders  to  protect  the  inhabitants. 
On  my  return  to  Lawrence,  a  writ  from  Judge  Miller,  Probate 
Judge  of  this  county,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Captain  Miller, 
of  my  command,  for  the  arrest  of  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the 
election  in  Johnson  county,  who  had  participated  in  the  frauds 
committed  at  the  eleetien  held  on  the  twenty-first  of  December. 
As  the  prompt  service  of  the  writ  was  deemed  important,  I  thought 
incumbent  to  go  in  person  with  the  command.  The  duty  was  dis- 
charged and  tlie  command  disbanded. 

These  expeditions  have  been  attended  with  some  expense,  a 
full  and  concise  account  of  which  has  been  kept,  and  will  be 
transmitted,  with  vouchers,  to  you,  from  the  Quarter-Master's 
and  Commissary's  Departments. 

As  the  object  of  the  organization,  provided  for  in  the  law  of 
December  17th,  was  the  protection  of  the  people  of  Kansas, 
and  as  the  action  had  w;.s  indispensable  in  that  direction,  it  is 
hoped  it  will  meet  your  hearty  approval.

To  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Deitzleii, 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

1  return  this  day,  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  John  Bentz,"  with  my  objec- 
tions to  the  same. 

The  act  was  intended  to  relievo  Mr.  Bentz  from  the  obliga- 
tions incurred  by  him  as  surety  on  a  bond  in  a  criminal  prosecu- 
tion. I  do  not  think  the  bill  presented  to  me  will  [secure]  that 
object. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  right  of  the  Governor  and  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  to  remit  lines  and  penalties  incurred  under  the 
Territorial  laws,  except,  perhaps,  as  to  costs,  but  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  can  declare 
judgment  null  and  void  ah  initio  ;  this  right  belongs  exclusively 
to  the  courts,  and  the  only  authority  the  Governor  and  Lei^isla- 
tive  Assembly  have,  in  the  premisses,  is  to  relieve  tho  party  from 
the  effect  of  the  judgment  and  direct  the  court  to  mike  such  an 
entry  on  the  record  as  may  be  requisite  to  carry  out  the  provis- 
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ions  of  the  act.    To  such  an  act  there  could  be  no  objections

Mr.  Badger,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  memorial  and  concurrent  resolutions  of  the  Free  State  Legis- 
lature, submitted  the  following  minority  report : 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  special  committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  concurrent  resolutions  passed  by  the  General 
A^sclnbly  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  now  in  session  in  Lawrence, 
convened  under  the  authority  and  by  virtue  of  the  Topeka  Con- 
stitution, begs  leave  to  make  the  following  minority  report: 

From  a  careful  perusal  of  the  said  resolutions,  their  purport 
8eeins  to  be  a  denial  of  tbe  existence  of  any  legitimate  govern- 
ment in  this  Territory  prior  to  the  2  d  of  October,  1855,  that 
being  the  day  upon  which  it  is  alleged  the  T<  peka  Constitution 
was  adopted,  and  also  to  indorse  the  sentiment  that  the  officers 
elected  under  and  by  Virtue  of  said  Constitution,  were  the  only 
legal  officers  now  in  this  Territory.    This  idea  is  clearly  and  dis- 
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tinctly  set  forth  in  the  preamble  to  Paid  resolutions,  and  it  is  the 
doctrine  which  this  body,  sitting  as  a  Territorial  Legislature,  is 
now  t  ailed  upon  to  indorse  ami  sanction.  It  is.  in  fact,  admit- 
ting this  Territorial  Legislature  to  be  an  illegal  body,  acting 
without  authority  of  law  derived  from  any  legitimate  source,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  all  acts  passed  by  it  must  be  null  and  void. 
Those  resolutions  admit  of  no  other  construction.  What  is  the 
history,  in  point  of  fact,  as  to  this  Territorial  Legislature? 
From  whence  does  it  derive  its  power?  The  following  are  the 
facts:  In  May,  1854,  an  act  was  passed  by  Congress  creating 
the  Territories  of  Kansas  arid  Nebraska.  On  June  30th,  1854, 
A.  H.  Reederwas  appointed  Governor  of  Kansas,  under  whose 
proclamation,  issued  m  accordance  with  the  Organic  Act,  an  elec- 
tion was  held  on  March  o  th,  1855,  at  which  time  members  of 
the  first  Territorial  Legislature  were  elected,  and  subsequently 
commissioned  by  Gov.  Recder.  This  Legislature  convened  at  !'a\v- 
nee  City,  and  immediately  adjourned  to  tbe  Shawnee  Manual  La- 
bor School,  and,  while  in  session  there,  enacted  a  code  of  laws. 
These  laws  were  subsequently  recognized  by  Congress  as  valid 
and  binding. 

Again,  in  185G,  another  elcc'.ion  was  held  for  the-  election  of 
members  of  the  Legislature.  This  L.  g  slaiuie,  so  elected,  met 
at  Leeomptoit  on  the  hr.-t  Monday  in  January,  1857,  si  ml,  among 
others,  passed  "An  act  to  citrine  and  establish  the  Council  and 
Representative  districts  for  the  second  Legislative  Assembly,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  appioved  Feb.  2',  -h,  1857,  by  virtue  of 
which,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  its  provisions,  m  election 
was  held  on  the  fourth  of  October,  1857  ;  on  which  day,  the 
members  composing  the  present  Territorial  Legislature,  now  in 
session,  were  elected.  Therefore,  is  it  not  clear,  and  a  fact  in- 
capable of  being  controverted,  that  the  only  vitality  or  le;  ality 
possessed  by  tbis  Legislature,  is  derived  from  the  lirst  Lig  sla- 
ture,  elected  in  March.  1855V  Why,  then,  seek  to  assume  any 
other  position.  If  these  are  not  facts,  then  the  sitting  of  this 
Legislature  is  a  mere  farce,  and  all  its  doings  mere  child  s  play. 
If  tin  re  is  no  legally  c< -"..stituted  government,  except  the  &tate 
Organization,  by  virtue  of  the  Topcka  Coi.stiuuioii,  all  the  acts 
passed  by  :;he  piesent  Legislature,  at  its  late  extra  session,  are 
null  and  void.  We  have  no  law  to  punish  election  frauds,  and 
the  subnotion  of  the  Lceompton  Constitution  to  the  people,  was 
a  mere  farce. 

It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  maintain  two  positions,  antago- 
nistic to  each  other,  at  one  and  the  same  time.  Some  gentlemen 
may  be,  and  undoubtedly  me,  veiy  anxious  to  trim  their  sails 
according  to  the  popular  breeze  ;  but  they  should  remember  that 
windy  declamations,  at  political  hustings,  and  grave  assertions  in 
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the  form  of  resolutions,  to  be  passed  by  a  body  enacting  laws 
bj  which  the  entire  people  of  a  Territory  are  to  be  governed,  are 
very  different  things.  While  the  minority  of  your  committee 
would,  in  no  manner  pretend  to  indorse  the  means  resorted  to  in 
the  elections  of  1855  and  1856,  yet  he  cannot  so  stultify  all  his 
acts  as  to  admit  that  the  body  now  in  session,  and  in  which  he 
holds  a  seat,  is,  sitting  without  any  legal  authority;  neither 
does  he  believe  that  a  majority  of  all  its  members  are  prepared  to 
make  any  such  admission. 

If,  as  is  the  sentiment  of  those  resolutions,  the  Topeka  Legis- 
lature, now  in  session  at  this  place,  has  the  right  to  "  enact  such 
laws  as  the  necessities  of  the  people  seem  to  demand,"  this  body 
has  no  right,  whatever,  to  pass  any  laws  ;  and  the  sooner  it 
adjourns,  the  better. 

In  those  resolutions  is  found  the  following  language  : 

"Whereas,  The  Federal  authority  represented  in  the  Territorial 
laws  and  Territorial  Legislature,  is  an  obstacle  to  the  successful 
execution  of  the  will  of  the  people  through  the  State  govern- 
ment, under  the  State  constitution  ;  therefore, 

"iksulvvd,  That  we  respectfully  urge  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Territory  of  Kansas,  now  in  session  at  Lawrence,  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  remove  the  forms  of  a  Territorial  government, 
so  far  that  it  shall  not  obstruct  and  embarrass  the  State  Govern- 
ment." 

Now,  this  language  is  of  very  doubtful  construction.  It  is 
intended  to  assert  that  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Territory  has 
the  power  to  pass  laws.  If  so,  as  a  matter  of  course,  its  au- 
thority to  pass  laws  is  admitted,  and  it  then  follows  that  the 
Topeka  Legislature  has  no  such  authority,  for  it  would  be  absurd 
to  say  that  two  independent  governments  could  exist  over  the 
same  country,  at  one  and  the  same  time,  and  exercise  "  concur- 
rent legislative  powers." 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  assumed  that  the  "  General  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  is  an  illegal  body."  Why,  then,  ask  it  to  enact 
laws  ? 

Why  do  not  the  members  of  it,  who  are  also  members  of  the 
Topeka  Legislature,  leave  this  illegal  body,  and,  in  the  other 
enact  such  laws  as  the  necessity  of  the  people  seems  to  demand? 
Why  not,  if  that  body  is  the  legal  one,  adhere  to  it  alone,  and 
stand  or  fall  by  it  ? 

Having  established  the  fact  that  thi3  Legislative  Assembly  is 
the  only  legal  law  making  power,  your  committee  would,  there- 
fore, submit  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  this  House  is  hereby  instructed 
to  return  the  concurrent  resolutions,  sent  here  by  an  assemblage  * 
of  people,  styling  themselves  the  Topeka  State  Legislature,  and 
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inform  that  honorable  body  that  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas  are  the  only  legally  au- 
thonzod  body  possessing  power  to  enact  such  or  any  laws  that 
the  necessities  of  the  people  seem  to  demand.

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Mr.  Badger  presented  a  memorial,  to  be  addressed  to  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  asking 
for  the  rejection  of  the  constitution  framed  at  Lecompton,  and 
the  passage  of  an  enabling  act  for  the  admission  of  Kansas  as  a 
State,  on  equal  footing  with  other  States  of  the  Union,  which  is 
as  follows : 

MEMORIAL  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE 

TERRITORY  OF  KANSAS. 

To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  now  in 
session,  would  respectfully  represent  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  that  entertaining  an  honest  and  sincere  desire  to 
have  a  settlement  of  the  questions  which  have  so  long  disturbed 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  this  Territory,  and  desiring  to  proceed 
regularly  and  fairly,  and  afford  an  opportunity  to  all  the  people 
of  the  Territory  to  have  a  voice  in  the  formation  and  organization 
of  a  State  government,  preparatory  to  our  admission  into  the 
Union  as  a  sovereign  State,  the  Council  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives most  earnestly  request  that  you  will  reject  what  is  usually 
known  as  the  Lecompton  Constitution  and  pass  an  act  substan- 
tially as  follows : 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Kansas  into  the 
Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States  of  this  Con- 
federacy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  now  assembled  : 

Section  1.  That  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Kansas  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  fully  authorized 
and  empowered  to  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  delegates  to 
a  convention  to  frame  a  constitution  preparatory  to  the  admission 
of  said  Territory  into  the  Union  as  one  of  the  sovereign  States ; 
and  when  such  constitution,  so  framed,  by  such  convention,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  he  shall 
be  satisfied  that  its  provisions  are  republican  in  form  and  do  not 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of 
Congress,  the  Treaties  with  the  Indian  tribes,  nor  with  the  rights 
of  the  General  Government  to  the  public  lands  or  other  property 
of  the  United  States  within  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  State 
of, Kansas;  Provided,  That  said  constitution  shall  first  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  fair  and  impartial  vote  of  all  the  qualified  male  citi- 
zens of  the  said  proposed  State  of  Kansas,  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  resident  and  bona  fide  inhabitants  therein  for 
three  months  consecutively,  next  preceding  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  those  voting  at 
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such  election,  then  he  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  a  proclamation 
admitting  said  State  of  Kansas  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  the  original  States. 

Such  an  Act  we  feel  sure  would  quiet  all  existing  troubles  and 
give  to  this  Territory  that  peace  which  is  so  much  needed  by  the 
people. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
transmit  this  memorial  and  resolutions  to  Congress  immediately 
upon  its  passage. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  required  to  convene  the  Leg- 
islative Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas  immediately  upon 
receiving  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.

To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives ; 

On  Friday,  January  15th,  1858, 1  was  honored  by  being  elected 
to  the  office  of  public  printer  for  your  honorable  body.  It  is 
needless  for  me  to  state  that  this  selection  was  made  without  any 
knowledge  or  exertion  on  my  part.  After  receiving  an  official 
notification  of  my  election,  1  came  to  Lawrence  for  the  purpose 
of  here  determining  whether  I  should  accept  the  office  or  no.  I 
have  weighed  the  matter  well,  consulted  all  its  aspects,  and  now 
respectfully  tender  my  resignation.  The  reasons  which  have  in- 
fluenced this  decision  are  these : 

First.  I  should  be  unable,  did  I  accept  the  office,  to  do  the  work 
thereof,  on  an  independent  basis,  from  the  fact  that  I  would  be 
compelled  to  have  it  executed  at  one  or  the  other  of  the  offices  at 
Lawrence. 

Second.  I  do  not  wish  to  take  any  advantage,  through  Legis- 
lative action,  of  a  cotemporary,  however  we  may  differ  on  ques- 
tions of  policy,  nor  to  be  the  unwilling  cause  of  exciting  angry 
prejudice  and  animosity  in  the  Free  State  ranks.  I  wish  it  to  be 
aistinctly  understood,  however,  that  either  as  a  private  citizen  or 
public  journalist,  my  voice  and  influence  shall  ever  be  thrown  in 
favor  of  practical  action,  and  that  no  dictates  of  political  senti- 
mentalists, immaculate  partizans,  or  abstract  theorists,  shall  pre- 
vent me  from  co-operating  with  all  true  Free  State  men,  in  polit- 
ical action,  who  meet  boldly  any  proposition  or  issue  that  may 
be  presented  affecting  our  interests,  rights  or  liberties,  let  the  au- 
thority from  whence  it  emanated  be  what  it  may. 
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Conceiving  my  election  to  have  been  secured  on  this  principle, 
and  by  those  who  favor  this  idea,  I  rejoice  at  it  and  think  it  au- 
gurs well  for  the  future  policy  of  the  Free  State  party.  I  return 
my  warmest  thanks  to  the  friends  who  battled  for  my  success  > 
and  cordially  grant  a  free  and  unlimited  reprieve  to  all  who  op- 
posed my  election. 

Some  have  told  me,  while  here,  that  if  I  did  not  accept  the  of- 
fice the  Union  would  be  severed ;  and  others,  that  if  I  did  accept 
a  dissolution  of  the  Union  would  occur.  Such  threatening  dan- 
gers being  associated  with  my  name,  and  animated  with  that 
patriotism  which  is  innate  to  the  American  heart,  I  have  con- 
cluded to  waive  all  personal  considerations  and,  if  possible,  save 
the  Union  by  resigning  niy  office.

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same  are  hereby  reserred,  for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  to 
schools  in  said  Territories,  hereafter  to  be  created  out  of  the  same; 
and 

Whereas,  A  large  portion  of  the  people  of  Kansas  are  de- 
prived of  the  benefit  resulting  from  the  wise  and  liberal  provis- 
ions of  said  section,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  immense  tracts  of 
land  have  been  sold,  within  said  Territory,  as  Indian  trust  lands, 
to  which  said  section  does  not  apply ;  and  large  bodies  of  lands, 
selected  and  held  by  Indians,  and  by  virtue  of  treaties  heretofore 
made  with  the  General  Government  j  and, 

Whereas,  In  many  instances  the  early  settlers,  and  claimants 
upon  the  public  domain  within  said  Territory,  after  the  surveys 
were  made,  were  found  to  be  upon  the  school  lands,  and,  under 
the  law  of  the  United  States,  in  such  case  made  and  provided, 
were  entitled  to  pre-empt  the  same  ;  and, 

Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  facts  aforesaid,  the  true  intent  of 
said  thirty- fourth  section  of  said  Act,  will  be,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, defeated  in  this  Territory,  and,  thereby,  the  people  thereof 
deprived  of  the  blessings  resulting  from  such  reservation  [of  land] 
for  school  purposes.  Therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  By  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Kansas,  the  Council  concurring,  as  follows :  That  bur  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  be  hereby  respectfully  instructed  to  prepare 
and  present,  at  an  early  day,  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  a  bill  providing  for  a  grant  of  land,  for  school  purposes, 
to  the  Territory  of  Kansas  and  to  the  State  which  may  be  here- 
after erected  out  of  the  same,  of  sufficient  amount,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, to  equal  the  section  in  each  and  every  township  within  said 
Territory. 

Second.  That  in  view  to  secure  a  selection  of  land  of  equal 
value  of  those  sold  at  trust  sales,  taken  and  held  by  Indians  or 
pre-empted  by  actual  setters,  a  commission,  of  three  persons,  be 
appointed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  residents  of  the 
Territory  of  Kansas,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  said  selec- 
tion of  land  so  set  apart  and  appropriated  by  Congress,  which, 
when  so  done,  shall  report  to  the  several  land  offices  within  said 
Territory,  shall  be  withdrawn  from  market,  and  hereafter  solely 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  education. 

Third.  That  our  representative  in  Congress  be  respectfully  re- 
quested to  provide,  in  said  bill,  for  the  commission  aforesaid,  and 
to  urge  the  appropriation  aforesaid  as  an  act  of  manifest  justice 
to  the  people  of  this  Territory. 

Fourth.  That  the  Governor  of  this  Territory  be  hereby  re- 
spectfully requested  to  send  certified  copies  of  these  resolutions  to 
the  presiding  officers  of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  to  be  by  them 
presented  to  their  respective  Houses,  as  also  a  copy  to  our  repre- 
sentative in  Congress.

Gentlemen  I  have  this  day  approved  "An  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Minneola  Town  Company.55  This  approval  has  been 
given  with  great  reluctance,  believing,  as  I  do,  that  special  legis- 
lation ought  to  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible.    But,  out  of  defer-

that  all  the  provisions  of  44 An  act  entitled  'An  act  concerning 


To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  I  return  An  act  entitled  " An  act  re- 
quiring the  librarian  to  furnish  books  for  the  use  of  the  Legisla- 
lative  Assembly,"  without  my  approval.  The  Organic  Act  re- 
quires the  library  of  the  Territory  to  be  kept  at  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment. The  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  3,  1855,  making 
appropriations  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  in  the  Terri- 
tory of  Kansas,  provides  that  the  money  thus  appropriated  shall 
not  be  expended  until  the  Legislature  of  said  Territory  shall  have 
fixed,  by  law,  the  permanent  seat  of  government.  The  Legisla- 
ture, acting  under  this  authority,  fixed  the  permanent  seat  of  gov- 
ernment at  Lecompton,  and  thereby  exhausted  all  the  powers  con- 
ferred on  them  by  Congress  on  the  subject.  The  library,  then, 
must  be  kept  at  Lecompton,  and  the  librarian  is  made  responsi- 
ble for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  books.  Every  member  of  the 
Legislature  is  authorized,  during  the  session,  to  take  out  any  book, 
at  pleasure,  upon  giving  a  receipt  for  the  same.  If  the  book  is 
not  returned,  the  member  receipting  must  pay  for  it.  This  is  a 
wholesome  regulation,  and  is  necessary,  in  order  to  preserve  the 
books  in  the  library,  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  wrong  to 
take  any  portion  of  the  books  from  the  custody  of  the  librarian, 
even  if  the  act  of  Congress  would  permit  it,  place  them  m  the 
hands  of  gentlemen  who  would  be  under  no  obligation  to  return 
them,  and,  at  the  same  time,  hold  the  librarian  responsible  for 
them. 

With  these  objections,  the  bill  is  herewith  returned  to  the  House

Other  petitions,  praying  that  the  lines  remain  where 
they  now  are,  and  others  still,  praying  that  new  counties  be  or- 
ganized and  new  county  seats  established. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  all  the  above  peti- 
tions and  memorials,  and,  in  explanation  of  the  action  of  your 
committee,  we  will  recite  a  few  facts  familiar  to  all. 

In  the  year  1855,  a  usurping  body  of  men,  from  Missouri, 
calling  themselves  a  Legislature,  assembled  within  four  miles  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  and  proceeded  to  enact  a  code  of  laws  and 
divide  the  Territory  into  what  purported  to  be  counties,  and  es- 
tablish county  seats.  In  order  to  show  the  alien  and  partizan 
character  of  these  men,  and  the  necessity  for  revising  and  cor- 
recting their  work  and  adapting  it  to  the  wants  of  the  people,  it 
is  only  necessary  to  state  the  fads  as  thev  exist. 

All  that  tract  of  country  lying  west  of  the  present  Shawnee 
Reserve,  and  extending  fifty  miles  up  the  Kansas  river,  and  twenty- 
five  miles  in  width,  was  divided  into  two  counties,  aud  the  only 
two  pro-slavery  towns,  to  wit:  Lccompton  and  Tecumseh,  lying 
upon  the  northern  border,  and  within  ten  miles  of  each  other, 
were  made  county  scats.  In  most  other  parts  of  the  Territory, 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  partizan  towns  and  promoting  the  in- 
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terest  of  men,  hostile  to  a  popular  government,  county  lines  were 
run  through  the  centre  of  townships,  and,  without  consulting  the 
interest  or  wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  people,  county  seats  were 
established  wherever  a  pro-slavery  town  could  be  found,  and 
when  no  such  town  could  be  found,  no  county  seat  was  estab- 
lished, and,  to  this  day,  many  counties  remain  unorganized  and 
no  courts  are  held  in  them.  Your  committee  would  further  state 
that  the  names  of  the  counties,  now  found  upon  the  map  of  this 
Territory,  are  the  names  of  the  usurpers  who  first  misrepresented 
Kansas,  and,  as  their  names  and  their  deeds  are  a  record  of  infa- 
my, usurpation  and  crime,  your  committee  propose  to  blot  them 
out,  that  they  may  be  remembered  no  more,  forever. 

In  order  that  we  may  erect  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  the 
noble  Indian  tribes,  who  are  fast  passing  away,  your  committee 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  name  of  an  Indian  tribe, 
so  far  as  practicable,  be  given  to  each  county,  and,  that  all  county 
lines,  as  far  as  possible,  be  put  on  township  lines,  and,  that 
county  seats  be  made  as  central  and  convenient  as  possible  to  the 
population  embraced  within  the  county  lines.  Your  committee 
further  report,  that  they  have  proceeded  to  divide  the  Territory 
into  counties  according  to  townships  and  township  lines.  Your 
committee  have,  as  far  as  practicable,  reported  county  seats  for 
the  different  counties  ;  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Message  from  the  Governor : 

To  the  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Ka nsas : 

Gentlemen: — Herewith,  I  return,  without  approval,  a  bill 
entitled  "An  act  to  remove  and  permanently  locate  the  seat  of 
Government."  The  thirty-first  section  of  the  Organic  Act  de- 
clares "  That  the  seat  of  government  of  said  Territory  is  hereby 
temporarily  located  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  and,  that  such  por- 
tions of  the  public  buildings  as  may  not  be  actually  used  and 
needed  for  military  purposes,  may  be  occupied  and  used  under 
the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly,  for  such 
public  purposes  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act." 

Notwithstanding  this,  Governor  Reeder  thought  proper  to  con- 
vene the  Legislative  Assembly  at  the  town  of  Pawnee,  under  that 
clause  of  the  twenty- second  section  of  the  same  act,,  which  de- 
clares that  "  the  persons  thus  elected  to  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
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shall  meet  at  such  place,  and  on  such  day,  as  the  Governor  shall 
appoint."    After  meeting  at  Pawnee,  on  Monday  the  2d  day 
of  July,  1855,  as  required  by  the  Governor's  Proclamation,  they 
adjourned  and  held  the  balance  of  the  session  at  the  Shawnee 
Manual  Labor  School.    This  action  was  had  on  the  6th,  and  they 
were  to  meet  again  at  the  place  appointed  (as  they  did)  on  the 
16th  day  of  July.    During  that  session,  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly passed  an  act  locating  the  permanent  seat  of  government  at 
Lecompton.    On  the  third  of  March,  1855,  Congress  appropria- 
ted $25,000  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  in  Kansas  ;  Pro- 
vided, Said  money  or  any  part  tnereof ,  or  of  any  portion  of  the 
money  heretofore  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  shall  not  be  ex- 
pended until  the  Legislature  of  said  Territory  shall  have  fixed, 
by  law,  the  permanent  seat  of  government.    This  was  done  by 
the  act  before  referred  to,  fixing  it  at  the  town  of  Lecompton, 
and  thereupon,  the  money  thus  appropriated,  was  applied  to  the 
erection  of  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Territory  of  Kansas.    The  same  Legislature  also  passed  an  act 
fixing  the  second  Monday  of  January,  1857,  as  the  time,  and 
"  the  seat  of  government"  as  the  place,  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  and  an  explanatory  act  designating  the 
first  Monday  in  January*  of  each  year  after  1857,  as  the  time  of 
meeting.    Down  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  session,  the 
above  was  all  the  legislation  ever  had  on  this  subject,  and  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  the  third,  1855,  is  the 
only  one  giving  to  the  Legislature  of  this  Territory,  any  authority 
to  act  in  the  premises.    That  act  assumes  the  character  of  a  con- 
tract, in  which  Congress  agreed  to  make  certain  expenditures  on 
condition  that  the  Territorial  Legislature  should  first  do  a  certain 
thing.    The  conditions  were  corm  plied  with  by  both  parties,  and, 
consequently,  the  Legislature  of  tne  Territory  did,  at  that  time, 
exhaust  all  the  power  ever  given  them  o/er  this  subject.  Until 
further  authority  is  given,  therefore,  by  act  of  Congress,  the 
matter  is  entirely  beyond  your  control. 

In  the  preamble  to  the  bill  before  me,  it  is  asserted  that  "  a 
body  of  men,  assuming  to  be  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
have  located  said  seat  of  government  at  the  town  of  Lecompton, 
a  place  ill  suited  to  the  wants  and  conveniences  of  the  people, 
and  the  natural  location  thereof  being  such  as  to  condemn  it  as 
acceptable  to  the  people  for  the  permanent  capital  of  the  Terri- 
tory and  further,  «*  that  the  people  of  the  Territory,  through 
their  duly  elected  Representatives,  by  virtue  of  the  Organic  Act, 
have  the  undoubtable  right  and  power  to  remove,  at  any  time, 
the  seat  of  government  thereof,  to  such  a  point  or  place  as  shall 
be  deemed  for  the  best  interest  and  convenience  of  the  whole 
people."  Therefore,  it  is  for  these  reasons,  proposed  to  remove 
22* 
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the  seat  of  government  from  the  town  of  Lecompton  to  the  town 
of  M inneola,  and  all  the  officers  are  required  to  remove  their  offices 
to  that  place  before  the  first  day  of  April  next.     The  terms 
"permanent  capital  of  the  Territory,"  and  "seat  of  govern-* 
ment,"  are  here  used  as  synonymous. 

The  members  of  the  present  Legislature  convened  for  the  pres- 
ent session  at  Lecompton,  and  the  only  act  you  there  carried  out, 
of  a  Legislative  character,  was  to  adopt  the  following  preamble 
and  joint  resolution,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council,  and 
by  a  vote  of  twenty-two  to  two  in  the  House  of  Representatives: 

"  Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas  is 
required  by  the  statutes  to  meet  at  the  capital  of  said  Territory, 
to  hold  their  several  sessions ;  and 

"Whereas,  The  halls  provided  for  the  holding  of  the  annual 
sessions  of  said  Legislature  are  inconvenient,  in  point  of  distance 
from  each  other,  as  well  as  uncomfortable  and  unsuitable,  they 
being  open  and  cold,  and  destitute  of  committee  and  other  neces- 
sary rooms  for  the  transaction  of  the  legitimate  business  of  the 
Legislature  ;  and 

Whereas,  As  there  is  a  general  lack  of  suitable  accommoda- 
tions for  the  members  and  officers  of  said  Legislature ;  and 

Whereas,  Suitable  accommodations  can  readily  be  obtained 
in  other  points  in  the  Territory ;  therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  By  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  That  we  do  adjourn  at  eleven  o'clock 
P.  M.,  this  evening,  to  meet  in  Lawrence,  K.  T.,  Friday,  Jan- 
uary the  8th,  1858,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  to  hold  the  remainder  of 
the  present  session,  and  that  the  secretary  of  the  Territory  be 
requested  to  procure  suitable  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of 
said  Legislative  Assembly  in  said  city  of  Lawrence.'* 

Having  approved  that  resolution,  and  thereby  fully  recognized 
the  validity  of  the  laws  under  which  we  have  been  acting,  I  am 
not  now  prepared  to  take  it  back,  and  solemnly  declare  that  what 
I  then  as  solemnly  asserted  to  be  true,  is  untrue. 

The  location  of  the  seat  of  government  at  the  town  of  Lecomp- 
ton has  been  acknowledged  by  the  general  government,  by  the 
expenditure  of  money  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  ;  it  was 
acknowledged  by  me,  when  I  kept  the  executive  office  there ;  it 
was  acknowledged  by  you,  when  you  convened  there ;  it  was  ac- 
knowledged by  us,  conjointly,  when  we  adopted  the  foregoing 
resolution,  (in  all  of  which,  in  my  opinion,  we  had  no  other  al- 
ternative,) and,  neither  before  nor  since  that  time,  has  Congress 
given  us  any  authority  to  change  it.  The  adjournment  from 
Lecompton  to  this  place  was,  as  alleged,  for  the  want  of  suitable 
or  sufficient  accommodations. 

The  temporary  removal  of  the  Legislature,  in  July,  1855,  from 
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Pawnee  to  Shawnee  Manual  Labor  School,  it  is  alleged,  was 
forced  on  the  Legislature,  for  the  reason  that,  at  Pawnee,  there 
was  no  place  of  accommodation,  and  members  had  to  camp  out, 

•sleep  in  their  wagons  or  tents,  and  cook  their  own  provisions. 
The  bill  before  me  requires  the  Territorial  officers  (whose 
offices  are  required  to  be  kept  at  the  seat  of  government,)  to  re- 
move from  a  place  where  they  have  sufficient  and  comfortable 
accommodations,  to  a  point  where  they  would  have  to  camp  out, 

'sleep  in  their  wagons  or  tents,  and  cook  their  own  provisions, 
and  that,  too,  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  the  weather  is  usually 
very  inclement  in  this  latitude.  No  buildings  have  been  prepared 
for  the  use  of  the  officers,  nor  can  there  be,  within  the  month  or 
six  weeks  intervening,  nor  have  I  been  able  to  ascertain  that 
Minneola  has  anything  more  than  a  descriptive  existence  on 
paper.  If,  therefore,  the  reasons  heretofore  assigned  for  such 
removals  may  be  regarded  sufficient,  the  same  reasons  are  likely 
to  exist  next  year,  (if  this  proposition  can  be  carried  out,)  and 
the  "permanent  seat  of  government"  may  again  be  removed,  for 
the  benefit  of  some  other  paper  town,  which  may  be  found  more 
needy  than  Minneola. 

With  these  objections,  the  bill  is  herewith  returned  to  the  House 
in  which  it  originated.

Tbe  bill  proposes  to  grant  to  certain  parties,  for  fifteen  years, 
the  exclusive  privilege  of  building  and  maintaining  a  bridge 
across  tbe  Neosho  river,  "  at  or  within  five  miles  of  the  town  of 
Emporia."  The  right  to  build  a  bridge  ought  to  have  been  suffi- 
cient, but  to  give  such  exclusive  right  over  five  miles  of  the  river, 
is,  I  apprehend,  more  than  the  people  of  that  vicinity  would  be 
willing  to  agree  to.  The  wants  of  the  country  might  require 
several  bridges  over  that  part  of  the  Neosho  river  within  fifteeu 
years,  and  if  so,  this  exclusive  right  would  be  a  bar  to  their  con- 
struction. 

Also,  "An  act  to  establish  a  Ferry  over  the  Big  Blue  River, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Blue."  The  objections  to  this  bill 
are  similar  to  those  given  above.

As  the  Courts  can  always  have  an  opportunity  of  investigating 
such  cases  thoroughly,  I  prefer  to  let  them  remain  there.

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To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  return  "An  act  to  establish  a  ferry 
at  the  mouth  of  Grasshopper  river,  without  approval,  for  the 
reason  that  the  locality  does  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Territorial  Government  oS  Kansas.  The  mouth  of  the  Grass- 
hopper  is  within  the  limits  of  the  Delaware  Reserve,  though  the 
Half-Breeds  of  the  Kansas  tribe,  by  virtue  of  a  prior  treaty, 
have  a  life  estate  in  the  lands  at  that  point,  the  reversion  belong- 
ing to  the  Delawares.  But  the  Indian  title  has  never  been  ex- 
tinguished to  those  lands,  and  the  Organic  Act  declares  that iS>  all 
such  territory  shall  be  excepted  out  of  the  boundaries,  and  con- 
stitute no  part  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas.' 9  With  a  knowledge 
of  these  facts,  I  do  not  see  how  I,  as  Governor  of  the  Territory, 
can  exercise  any  legislative  control  over  that  locality.  With  these 
objections,  the  bill  is  returned  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated.

Message  from  the  Governor : 

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  return,  without  my  approval,  a  Bill 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Leavenworth,  Lawrence  and 
Fort  Gibson  Railroad  Company." 

It  is  with  extreme  reluctance  that  I  return  the  Bill,  but  it  con- 
tains so  many  provisions,  which  come  in  direct  conflict  with  the 
laws  of  Congress  and  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  In- 
dian tribes,  that  I  feel  constrained  to  do  so.  In  designating  the 
line  of  the  road,  no  regard  whatever,  is  paid  to  the  limits  of  the 
Territory  of  Kansas.  And  not  only  that,  but  the  bill  attempts 
to  recognize  an  agreement  entered  into  between  the  Railroad 
company  and  the  Osage  Indians,  which  is  termed  a  treaty,  when 
it  is  well  known  that  the  Indians  cannot  treat  with,  or  sell  their 
lands  to  any  authority  but  the  United  States. 

The  12th  section  of  the  Intercourse  Act  provides:  "That  no 
purchase,  grant,  lease,  or  other  conveyance  of  lands,  or  of  any 
title  or  claim  thereto,  from  any  Indian  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians, 
ihall  be  of  any  validity  in  law  or  equity,  unless  the  same  be  made 
by  treaty  or  convention  entered  into  pursuant  to  the  Constitution. 
And  if  any  person  not  employed  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  shall  [attempt]  to  negotiate  such  treaty  or  convention, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  treat  with  any  such  nation  or  tribe  of 
Indians,  for  the  title  or  purchase  of  any  lands  by  them  held  or 
claimed,  such  shall  forfeit  and  pay  10U0  dollars." 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  the  provisions  of  the  bill  before  me, 
arc  full  of  direct  and  palpable  violations  of  this  law. 

The  Organic  Act  of  this  Territory  expressly  excepts  from  its 
provisions  all  Indian  Reservations,  and  declares  that  they  shall 
constitute  no  part  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas.  Therefore,  the 
Legislative  power  of  the  Territory  can  exercise  no  control  over 
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them.  The  bill  before  me  disregards  the  limits  of  the  Territory 
altogether,  and  proposes  to  establish  a  road,  as  well  where  we 
have  not,  as  where  we  have  jurisdiction.  Had  the  bill  excepted 
the  Indian  Reservations,  there  could  have  been  but  little  objection 
to  it,  except  that  part  of  the  first  section,  which  invests  the  com- 
pany with  the  power  of  acquiring,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  all 
kinds  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  of  holding  and 
conveying  the  same — powers  not  necessary  for  railroad  purposes 
— but  its  provisions  are  of  such  a  character  as  to  subject  every 
one  connected  with  it,  or  sanctioning  it,  directly  or  indirectly, 
to  a  criminal  prosecution  before  the  United  States  District  Courts 
for  the  District  of  Arkansas  and  Missouri,  they  alone  having  the 
jurisdiction  over  the  Indian  country. 

With  these  objections  the  bill  is  herewith  returned  to  the  house 
in  which  it  originated.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  I  return,  without  approval,  a  bill  en- 
titled 14 An  act  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  'An  act  concerning  Cor- 
porations.5 " 

The  act  which  the  bill  proposes  to  repeal,  is  the  only  check,  at 
present,  imposed  on  the  large  number  of  private  corporations, 
now  in  existence  in  this  Territory.  Had  I  supposed  that  thi3 
check  would  have  been  removed,  and  thus  allow  those  companies 
to  prey  upon  the  people  at  pleasure,  nothing  could  have  induced 
me  to  approve  any  one  of  them,  in  the  form  in  which  they  have 
passed.

To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

Gentlemkn: — A  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  organize  and  regulate  the  mili- 
tia of  Kansas  Territory"  is  herewith  returned  without  approval. 
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After  the  failure  to  enact  provisions  similar  to  those  contained  in  the 
bill  before  me,  at  the  late  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature,  I  had  hoped 
that  no  similar  attempt  would  have  been  made,  by  extraordinary  provis- 
ions, to  interfere  with  the  power  conferred  by  the  Orgauic  Act  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive of  the  Territory.  The  powerful  argument  made  by  my  predeces- 
sor on  this  subjocr,  is  as  applicable  now  as  it  was  then.  He  said  there 
was  no  necessity  at  the  time  "to  demand  are-organization  of  the  militia, 
and  that  he  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  avoiding  every 
thing  which,  at  this  critical  juncture  of  affairs,  might  serve  to  irritate  the 
minds  of  the  people,  and  arouse  apprehensions,  such  as  might  naturally 
be  engendered  by  any  military  movement  whatever." 

Those  remarks  reply  with  even  more  force  now  than  they  did  then. 
The  public  mind,  80  long  and  so  intensely  excited,  throughout  the  Terri- 
tory is  anxious  for  rest,  and  every  act  calculated  to  renew  the  excitement 
ought  to  be  avoided.  Peace  reigns  throughout  the  country  now,  and  it  is 
our  duty  to  preserve  it,  if  possible.  If  the  people  are  allowed  to  pursue 
their  various  avocations  quietly,  for  a  short  time,  the  influx  of  emigrants 
will  soon  make  this  one  of  the  most  flourishing  portions  of  our  wide  spread 
Confederacy.  Apprehending  no  danger  from  without,  a  re-organization 
of  the  militia  at  this  time  could  serve  no  other  purpose  but  to  produce  ex- 
citement and  irritation  at  home.  But  beside  the  impolicy  of  such  a  meas- 
ure, the  bill  itself  contains  provisions  directly  in  conflict  with  the  Organic 
Act.  That  Act  confers  on  the  Governor,  certaiu  posvers  of  which  he  can- 
not be  digested  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  25lh  section  provides  that  the  Governor,  for  the  first  election,  shall 
lay  off  the  necessary  districts,  for  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  all  other  officers,  and  "that  all  township,  district  and 
county  officers,  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  appointed  or 
elected,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by 
the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas."  The 
Governor  sh^.U  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council,  appoint  all  officers  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for. 

The  officers  in  the  Bill  before  me,  are  "not  otherwise  provided  for," 
and  yet,  notwithstanding  this  plain  provision  of  the  Act,  the  Bill  directs 
that  the  members  of  the  Legislature  shall  elect  them  in  joint  session  of 
the  two  Houses.  The  right  to  appoint  such  officers  belongs  to  the  Gov- 
ernor alone;  and  whenever  ho  chooses  to  assert  it,  there  is  no  power  in 
the  Territory  can  deprive  him  of  that  right. 

The  Bill  endeavors  to  avoid  the  Organic  Act  in  another  particular.  That 
Act  declares  that  the  Governor  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Mi- 
litia of  the  Territory,  and  this  Bill  proposes  to  limit  that  authority  to  the 
simple  privilege  of  calling  out  the  militia  for  purposes  of  drill,  or  in  aid  of 
the  civil  authority.  In  all  etae,  he  is  made  subordinate  to  a  "Military 
Board,"  who  might,  at  any  time,  set  his  authority  at  defiance.  This 
would,  in  fact,  be  setting  up  a  military  power  in  the  Territory,  independ- 
ent of,  and  superior  to  the  civil  authority,  which  would  be  not  only  a  vio- 
lation of  the  Organic  Act,  but  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which  makes  the  military  subordinate  to  the  civil  power.  The  term, 
"Commander-in-Chief"  has  a  technijal  meaning,  when  read  in  connec- 
tion with  military  force3,  which  is  well  understood  ;  and,  as  the  law  con- 
ferring that  rank  on  the  Governor  is  the  permanent  law  of  the  Territory, 
there  is  no  legislative  power  here  that  can  deprive  him  of  the  command 
of  the  Militia,  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  whenever  it  may 
be  necessary  to  call  them  out,  and  that,  too,  without  the  assistance  of  a 
Military  Board.    There  are  other  serious  objections  to  the  Bill,  which 
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might  be  referred  to,  but  the  above  is  sufficient.  The  Bill  is  herewith  re- 
turned to  the  House,  in  which  it  originated.

Mr.  Barber,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
reported  back  to  the  House  the  following  communication  from 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  having  it 
spread  upon  the  journal. 

Comptrollers  Office,  Lecompton,  ) 
December  81,  1857  $ 

To  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  I  have  the  honor 
herewith  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Treasury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  81st,  1857. 

Upon  receiving  the  appointmeut  of  Comptroller  of  the  Treas- 
ury, it  was  made  my  duty  to  make  a  settlement  with  the  former 
incumbent  of  this  office,  but  circumstances  beyond  my  control, 
prevented  my  so  doing,  as  the  said  incumbent  absented  himself 
from  the  Territory.  Owing  to  this  circumstance,  I  requested  of 
the  Governor,  that  he  would  appoint  a  committee  to  make  the 
proper  settlement,  examine  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and  vouchers, 
and  make  the  necessary  entries.  My  request  was  not  complied 
with,  and  no  settlement  has  been  made.  As  I  did  not  feel  author- 
ized to  go  behind  his  balance,  I  have  reported  it  as  per  ac- 
count rendered.  This  balance  against  the  Territory  includes 
sundry  cost  bills  in  criminal  cases,  when  the  Territory  was  a 
party,  and  the  defendant  acquitted,  or  convicted  and  unable  to 
pay,  and  also  a  part  of  the  costs  of  the  Territorial  road  from 
Fort  Scott  to  Fort  Atchison,  to  which  your  attention  is  respect- 
fully called. 

The  expenditures  and  resources  of  the  Territory,  up  to  March 
1st,  1857  (Auditor's  term)  as  per  exhibit  "A,"  transmitted  here- 
with, show  an  indebtedness  of  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  and  ninety-four  cents,  but  the  actual  indebtedness 
of  the  Territory,  after  deducting  amount  credited  to  sundry  coun- 
ties, but  not  paid  into  the  Treasury,  was  nine  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents — that  is  to  say, 
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the  whole  amount  of  expenditures  of  the  Territory  up  to  March 
1st,  1857,  was  eleven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six  tdol- 
lars  and  seventy-six  cents.  The  amount  of  cash  actually  paid 
to  the  Treasurer,  was  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eleven 
dollars  and  eighty- eight  cents  ;  leaving  a  balance,  as  above 
stated,  of  actual  indebtedness  of  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifty- four  dollars  and  eighty- eight  cents  at  that  date. 

The  late  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  kept  no  account  with  the 
Treasury,  and  consequently  was  no  check  upon  that  Office.  Up- 
on examination  of  his  report,  made  to  the  Legislatnre  of  1857, 1 
find  that  the  balance  against  the  Territory  did  not  include  the 
warrants  outstanding,  thereby  making  a  gross  error  in  its  favor 
of  $3,372.39  and  making  the  actual  indebtedness  of  the  Terri- 
tory, on  the  1st  day  of  January  1857  (the  date  of  the  report 
referred  to)  $  7,482.51  instead  of  $4,039.92,  as  by  him  reported. 
I  have  before  remarked  that  no  settlement  was  had  with  that  offi- 
cer, but  finding  it  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  continuance 
of  this  office,  I  have  closed  the  accounts  upon  the  books,  taking 
as  a  basis  for  entries  the  vouchers  and  records,  as  delivered  to  me 
by  my  predecessor,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

The  transactions  are  specifically  given  in  exhibit  "A." 

For  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  revenue  and  amount  of 
Expenditures  of  the  Territory,  including  all  transactions  to  the 
81st  of  December,  1857,  1  respectfully  refer  you  to  accompany- 
ing exhibit  "  B,"  from  which  you  will  see  an  excess  of  .liabilities 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  $  6,930.46.  This  includes  the  excess  of 
liabilities  shown  by  balance  of  late  Auditor,  as  shown  by  exhibit 
"A."  From  this  it  will  be  percoived,  that  the  liabilities  of  the 
Territory  during  my  term  of  office  have  been  reduced  $  220.48. 

Exhibit  "  C"  shows  the  whole  amount  paid  into  the  Treasury 
to  December  31st  1857,  to  have  been  $5,051.36,  and  the  amount 
of  warrants  issued  upon  the  Treasury  to  the  same  date  $16,815.- 
95,  leaving  a  balance  of  warrants  outstanding  or  unpaid  of  $11,- 
764.39.  The  balance  due  from  sundry  counties  on  account  of 
taxes,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  exhibit  "D,"  is  $  11,915.- 
60.  I  would  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  for  the  speedy  col- 
lection of  the  same.  In  some  cases  the  taxes  have  been  partially 
collected,  but  held  in  the  hand  of  the  collectors.  The  Boards  of 
County  Commissioners  have,  in  nearly  all  the  counties,  failed  to 
keep  this  office  advised  of  the  settlement  of  the  collectors,  neither 
have  the  tax- books,  or  abstracts  thereof,  been  regularly  filed  with 
with  the  bonds  of  the  collectors,  as  required  by  law,  all  of  which 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  Comptroller  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statutes  regulating  his  office. 

Exhibit  "£"  shows  the  actual  indebtedness  of  the  Territory 
on  all  accounts,  up  to  this  date,  to  be  $19,530.27.    This  includes 
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sundry  accounts,  such  as  "cost  bills"  in  criminal  cases,  when 
the  Territory  was  a  party,  embracing  fees  of  District  Attorney, 
District  (  lerks,  County  Clerks,  and  charges  for  making  out  poll- 
books,  returning  election  returns  to  the  Seat  of  Government,  and 
incidental  expenses  reported  specially. 

For  the  amount  of  appropriatioi.s  made  by  law  for  sundry  ob- 
jects, the  amount  paid  in  pursuance  of  the  same,  and  the  balance 
unexpended,  1  refer  you  to  exhibit  "  F  "  It  will  be  seen,  upon 
examination  of  this  statement,  that  I  have  not  exceeded  the  ap- 
propriations in  any  case. 

Upon  examination  of  exhibit  "  B"  the  assessments  of  the  dif- 
ferent counties  are  found  to  be  very  small,  and  only  nine  out  of 
thirty-seven  have  reported  to  this  office  the  assessments  of  1857, 
or  shown  any  disposition  to  contribute  their  proportion  towards 
supporting  the  Government,  lessening  the  public  debt,  thereby 
maintaining  the  faith  and  credit,  and  advancing  the  general  in- 
terests of  the  Territory. 

The  incompleteness  of  the  assessments  was  caused,  obviously, 
by  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  Territory  and  the  resistanco,  in 
many  parts  of  the  country,  to  the  due  execution  of  the  laws. 

Believing  this  to  be  the  case,  I  see  no  necessity  of  augmenting 
the  rate  of  taxation,  but  to  provide  for  a  more  complete  assess- 
ment, it  being  much  more  equitable  for  all  to  pay  a  small  tax, 
than  for  a  few  to  pay  exorbitant  ones,  on  partial  and  incomplete 
assessments.  In  order  to  secure  this  end,  I  would  recommend 
that  property  holders  be  required  to  fill  up  a  schedule  (to  be  fur- 
nished to  them  by  the  assessors,)  of  all  their  property,  value 
thereof,  and  swear  aud  subscribe,  before  the  Assessor,  who  should 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  in  such  cases.  Should  this  be 
done,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that,  under  the  happy  auspices  of 
peace,  at  the  present  rate  of  taxation,  a  sufficient  revenue  will  be 
received  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures  of  the  Government. 

Owing  to  the  incompleteness  of  the  returns  of  the  assessments, 
I  am  unable  to  show  the  aggregate  amount  of  each  object  of  tax- 
ation, as  there  is  no  uniformity  observed  by  the  County  Clerks 
in  making  out  tax  iolls;  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  a 
suitable  form  of  tax  roll  be  prescribed  by  law,  by  which  all  ob- 
jects of  taxation  and  the  sources  of  revenue  may  be  exhibited ;  as 
it  is  a  knowledge  of  these  statistical  facts  that  will  enable  us  to 
judge  of  the  future  prosperity,  or  determine  the  progress,  present 
wealth  and  resources  of  the  Territory. 

In  order  to  render  the  Territorial  Library  available  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended,  and  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
same,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  incur  certain  expenses  for  the 
paymont  of  which  there  is  no  appropriation  by  law.  These  ex- 
penses consist  of  amounts  paid  for  storage  of  books,  transporta- 
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tion  of  same  from  Kansas  City  to  Seat  of  Government,  shelving 
cases  for  Library,  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Library  room, 
in  all  $16U.10,  which  amount  I  have  paid  out  of  my  own  private 
funds,  for  the  reimbursement  of  which  I  respectfully  ask  an  ap- 
propriation of  the  last  mentioned  sura. 

I  also  recommend  an  appropriation  to  pay  John  S.  Pigott  for 
book  of  warrants  or  checks  for  Comptroller,  and  for  2,000  mo- 
rocco labels  for  Library,  amounting  to  $26*2.50,  and  an  appropria- 
tion of  §12  to  Union  office  in  pa}'ment  for  paper  labels  furnished 
the  Librarian.  The  labels  above  specified,  were  bought  with  tho 
approbation  of  the  Secretary,  at  the  time  believing  there  remained 
a  sufficient  balance  in  the  United  States  fund  to  liquidate  the 
same.  Their  use  was  necessary  in  order  to  distinguish  the  Library 
books  from  those  of  individuals,  thu3  enabling  the  custodian  to 
reclaim  them  ;  also  with  a  view  to  their  proper  classification  and 
arrangement  for  the  convenience  of  those  having  occasion  to  use 
them. 

I  also  recommend  some  measure  for  the  liquidation  of  the  ad- 
justed claims  standing  against  the  Territory,  as  shown  by  exhibit 
"  E. "
